There is intense excitement and enthusiasm be- 
anae or the news of repeated French victories. 
The streets are full of processions and crowds of 
people are roaring the “Marseillaise.” Notwlth- 
Btanalng aU tbe great excitement there has been no 
disaster. 
The foUowlng additional facts of Tuesday’s con­ 
flict near VlonvUle have been received;— 
A battalion of the Seventy-third French regiment 
of tbe line destroyed a regiment of German lancers, 
captorlng their colors. There were severed bril­ 
liant charges by the French, la one of which 
General Legrand waa kUIed. It Is reported that 
Prince Albert^ commanding the Prussian Cavalry, 
waa killed outright, but this is not confirmed. After 
A close conflict the French occupied the Prussian’s 
position. It is said the French force engaged num­ 
bered 160,000. 
There was severe flghting on the l7th near Gravel- 
Jotte. 
The Emperor is süll at Rhelms. 
The gronnd between Metz and Verdun has been 
the scene of constant carnage since Sunday. 
The «poro to-day has the following details of the 
battle of LongnevlUe:- 
The batue occurred at Bomy, four kilometres from 
Metz, and not at Longevllle as has been stated. The 
battle occurred on Sunday. Half of our army, 
which was about two hundred thousand strong, 
w ere passing the Moselle at that place on one bridge. 
Tbe Prussians made a mistake and attacked abont 
an hoar too soon. The corps of Generals I’Adml- 
nmit and Decaeo were able to face the enemy in 
abont half an hour from the time the first attack was 
made. 
The Prussians had evidently apian of tbe fortiflca- 
tlons of Metz, bat which apparently did not contain 
any Indication of Fort Qnentln, for In trying to 
avoid Fort SU Juilen they marched directly towards 
Port Quentin, which when they came within easy 
xange, opened a destructive Are on them. In their 
confusion the Prussians retreated and came within 
range of tbe guns of Port St. Jullen, which also 
opened Are, Increasing the loss of the enemy. 
The Prussians then attacked another point of our 
position, which waa defended by only one regiment 
of infantry and a masked battery of mltraUlenrs. 
The latter immediately uncovered and made great 
^ 0 0 In the ranks of the Prussians. The flrtng 
®caaed at half-past seven In the evening, having 
iMted from four o’clock. We dad about one thouaaud 
kUlM and perhaps as many wounded.- 
The Prussians sent a flag of truce demanding an 
armisuce for the purpose of burying the dead. 
They admitted a losa of s.ooo killed. 
The armlstloe was refused, 
in this battte the First corps of the Prussians was 
oommanaed by General Manteuirei. and the Beventb 
corps by Count Zastrow. They had 60.000 Inthntry

The 
different Jonrnals of Parts compliment such evi­ 
dences of sincere patriotism. 
The report that the wife of General Lc Bocuf la a 
Prosslan lady Is contradicted. 
The authorities continue to arrest suspected 
parties. Many discoveries have been made of arms 
and papers, demoustrattng the widely extended 
system of Prussan spying throughout France. The 
public has been greatly excited tiy these Important 
developments and demand Imperatively that the 
severest pnnlshroent be meted out to such enemies. 
Despatches from Brittany mention the patriotic 
ardor of the entire population. 
Volunteermg in all parts of tne empire Is constant 
and enthusiastic. 
As the council of war will not meet nntil Satur­ 
day the civil ntaglstrates have examined tne rioters 
of the Boulevard de la Vlllctte, and sent those 
against whom priina .rude evidence of guilt Is 
adduced to prison to await trial before tne military 
court. 
The publication of the Jonrnals Centre Gaucfie and 
ClocTue has been suspended by order of the military 
authorities. 
Additional arrests of Prussian spies were made 
yesterday. 
The private gardens of the Tulierles have been 
turned Intaan outdoor miUtary hospital, which has 
been placed under the superintendence of Dr. 
Nélaton. 
Members of the Garde Mobile arrive herelfrom 
the provinces dally by tnousands. They are flue 
men and need only a few days’ drilling to make 
good soldiers. 
The firoufotssays:— 
We may now afflrm that we have a great general 
at the bead of our armies. The greatest proof Is lUs 
calmness in tbe hour of victory. He awaits sure 
results before he telegraphs bis successes. For 
Whole days he has resisted the temptaUon to an­ 
nounce good news until nothing can compromise 
the hopes he might raise. 
Great crowds collect dally around the doors of 
the Bank of France to obtain specie for bjlis. The 
brokers charge a premlnm of ten per contfOr coin. 
The jpalrie defhuda tbe officers of tbe bank from 
the charge of negligence In not preparing to meet 
tbe demands fbr small blUs, and promises that an 
enormous quantity wUi be ready in a few days. 
It is noticeable that crowds of excited people no 
longer surrooud the hall of the Corps Léglslatlf, and 
the ordinary quiet of the city Is fully restored. Tlie 
intenso popular Interest Is t^parcnily subsiding, 
and there Is much leas fear of excesses. The con­ 
duct of the people along the Boulevard de la Tiiiette 
continues good. They aided the police against the 
rioters of Monday, making many arrests themselves. 
Pnnoc De la Tour d’Auvergne has taken possession 
of the Ministry of Foreign Affairs. 
Organizations or corps of sharpshooters are be­ 
coming very «>nn*^»ua, and they will do good ser­ 
vice, as the men are generally accustomed to the 
use or arms. 
I'rluce Napoleon has sent his family to Pranglns 
and tils property to Switzerland. The Frlncc him­ 
self Is with the army at Chalona 
The Journals ol the city comment upon the fact 
announced by the Austrian press, that tbe Pope has 
complimented King tvuilam of Prussia on the snc- 
c“8s of hla arms. 
The Germans of the Northern States of tne Con­ 
federation, who have been expeUed from France, 
will go to Belgium, and those of the Southern States 
to Switzerland. The Federal Council of the latter 
country has ordered that German-speaking commis­ 
saries shall be siaUoued at Geneva, Verrlers, and 
Neulchatel, In order to assist the Germans arriving 
there without means. Tne government of the Ger­ 
man States promises to refund to Swltteriand all 
expenses incurred In the relief of the refugees. 
Germans who can procure French citizens as snro- 
tles are permitted to leave their wives and children 
In France. 
The OonstUvtionnel says that the native chiefs of 
Algeria are raising 20,000 cavalry for the French 
army, which will soon be ready to start at a mo- 
n^co. over 80,000 Algerian volunteers 
have also demanded leave to serve with the armies 
of France.

Napoleon’s Whereabonto—Tnking l,essoiM 
I'rom tbe Proootana. 
The Fluaro makes the following report of the 
movements and doings of the BmpeMa;- 
On Tuesday, the 10th, the G m p^K who had not 
yet heard of the baiue of that dSy, received the 
Mayor and Sub-Prefeut ofVerdnn and spoke encour­ 
agingly to them. He was tncn accompanied by tha 
Prmce Imperial, but waa almost without escort. 
He went to the railway station and demanded 
a train. The offioera of the road could 
farntsh. only a third class oar, and tbe 
EmMror assured them that he would be satisfied 
with that. The Prmce Imperial seemed to be greatly 
fatigued. A locomotive preceded the train to see 
that the road was clear. The next morning at day- 
UghttUe Kmpcror reached Chalons. 
While at Metz the Emperor Igade'd the following 
order, which was printed and distributed among the 
officers:— 
The Prussians commenoe an action by patting for­ 
ward a small force, but placlmt heavy battertw be- 
hmd them in good positions. They then form a lino 
of sharpshooters, who, under cover of woodii,keep 
up a constant Are, and gradually gain the flank of 
ihelr enemy. When the sharpahooters are well en­ 
gaged the Prusslans put forward strong bodies of 
troops, who try to approach as near the hostile lines 
as possible unseen. 
Having gtven these details, the Emperor concludes 
by directing the officers to “imiiato the tactics of the 
enemy.”

The BatUea of Tneaday and W ednesday— 
Prnssian Generals and a Prasslan Prince 
Killed-H eavy Losses of the (sermans. 
Paris, August 19. 1870. 
The following news ts mane public this morning:— 
GKNKRAL liSADQlTARTKKS, AUgUSt 18—6 P. M. 
In the enoonnter of the ifllh Instant tbe corps of 
General L'Admlrault formed the extreme right of the 
army. A battalion of the Seventy-third regiment 
of the lino destroyed a Prussian regiment of lancers 
and took lU colors. There have been many brilliant 
cavalry charges, In one of which General LeGrand 
was kUled at tbe head of bis division. General Mun- 
talgn is missing. 
Tho Pruutan Generals Doering and Wedcl were 
killed, and Generals Groonter and Von KancU were 
wounded. 
iTinof Albert of Frussla, commanding ihe oavalry, 
was killed. 


Tbe following morning we were masters of tbe 
position previously occupied by the enemy. 
On the morning of the 17th several combats wltb 
tbe rear goard took place near Gravlllotte. 
The torce of the enemy In the battle of the 16ih 
may be approximately estimated at 160,000 men. 
We have notyet the exact figures of our losses. 
The Paris Journals this morning say that nineteen 
Prussian spies havo lately heen arrested. Alter 
trial and condemnation by the Council of War they 
were shot at the Fort de Montronge. Among the 
execnUona were live officers of the enemy’s Etgt 
Major, who wore arrested some days since In tho 
plain of Satory, near Fortd’Ivry. These spies were 
disguised and were taking notes of the plans of the 
fortlflcatlons. 
MzrahnI Bazaine’s Ueport ol the Battle of 
Weduesday. 
P a r is, August 19, 1870. 
The following official despatch from Marshal Ba- 
zalne has been made public:- 
Ver d i N, August 17—8 P. M. 
This (Wednesday) morning the aruiy of Prince 
Frederick Charles commenced a sharp attack on the 
right of onr position. 
Tho cavalry division of General Poriun, and the 
Second corps, under General Krossard, made a firm 
resistance. The divisions of another corps, which 
were in echelon to the right and left of Kezonvllle, 
came np sueesslvely and went Into the action, which 
lasted until nightfall. The enemy deployed consid­ 
erable forces and made repeated efforts to resume 
tbe oireusive, which were vigorously repulsed. 
A fresh corps do nnnee endeavored to turn our 
left. We have everywhere held our positions and 
have inflifted heavy losses on the enemy. 
Our loss Is serious. 
General Batíame was wounded. In the heat of 
the acUon a regiment of Uhlans charged on the staff 
of Bazalne, and twenty of the Murshars escort were 
placed ñors tie comUat. 
The captain commanding the escort was killed. 
At eight o’clock the enemy wits driven back along 
his entire line. It Is estimated tliat 1;;0,000 I’l usshnis 
were engaged. 
UuolUcinl Details. 
P a ris, August 19.1870. 
The Vntdofs says the following purtlculars have 
been communicated by an eye-witness belonging to 
a regiment of Chasseurs:— 
The Emperor left Metz, with the advance guard, 
Sunday la.st, for Verdun. On that day there was a 
bloody and protracted engagement. The Prnastan 
army was repulsed by our troops, aud lost from 
16,000 to 18,000 men. Nearly all their cannon fell 
into our hands. 
The guns of Port St. Quentin played an Important 
part In this battle, and with terrible efToci. 
On Monday, about nine o’clock In the morning, a 
aetaohmentof Chasseurs d’Afrlque was sent lore- 
eonnoltre the woods In the neighborhood of Mars- 
la-Tour. They suddenly came upon three regiments 
of Prasslan Infantry and two batteries of artillery, 
which immediately opened fire. Colonel Gallfet 
ordered bis men to charge; but at that moment an 
order came from Bazalne to fall back on tbe roail 
and protect the passage of tbe Emperor, and tne Chas­ 
seurs returned auu encamped a little above Jaruy. 
About two In the afternoon the Emperor, who 
intended to sleep at Oonflans. passed over tbe road, 
going in the Ulreollon of Verdun, as at Conflans 
several Uhlans bad snddenly appearotl and shot 
over the roatl like a flash of lightning. Onr cannon 
thundered all tho evemng from the direction of 
Etam, and the roar of tne cannonade was still hoard 
at six 0‘clock A. M. At about seven o’clock thlrty- 
flve Uhlans pueaed the camp and disappeared in the 
woods, all traces or them being lost. 
On Tuesday the Emperor arriveu at Verdun at 
noon, and left in a train at half-past two. Two regi­ 
ments of Cbasaeurs had been ordered from Chalons 
to watch tbe woods and guard the rallroaa track. 
The person who communicates tbe detalla be 
longed to this detachment. He met the train bear­ 
ing the Emperor at Bt. Menehouid. with the Em­ 
peror were M. PlCtrl and Prince Marat. 
It was reported that the Ifrlnce Imperial and 
Prince Napoleon also accompanied him. The train 
consisted only of two third &»aa cars for the pas­ 
sengers, two for the horses, and three baggage vans. 
It reached Rhelms in tbe evening. At Verdun we 
could bear the sound of tbe cannonade coming from 
tne direction of St. Michel. 
At St. Menehonld it was reported that Har-le-Diio 
had oeen occupied by the I'russlaus since three P. M. 
The Liberté publishes a lead^ urging reprisals. 
It says:— 
•1'he Prussians, without pliy, shoot peasants 
and tax beavUy the populations. They war 
like savages. Without Imitating them, let us 
do 
what tho laws of war perm it-tax the 
popnlations of the Prussian coast. Let our 
ships at Bremen, Hamburg, Lubeck, Dantzlg, Koe- 
nlgsbnrg and along tne whole coast make requisi­ 
tions of all kinds. Let no time be lost. We must 
treat the enemy as we are treated.” 
The Journals here refute indignantly the repeateil 
accusations of the Prussians that French troops flio 
upon ambulances in violation of the convention of 
Geneva. 
The authorities have taken 1,600 more horses from 
the omnibus oumpauy, which has lost most of its 
conductors, who have gone into the Garde Mublle. 
Tbe Ooulois says the most Important members of 
the Left held a meeting and decided that the gov­ 
ernment be advised that it must make no mention 
ol peace so long as a single Prussian is on French 
territory, and not then even can the war cease at 
once. The Prussians driven away, France must 
combine with Europe to obtam such guarantees us 
will ensure the future. 
The Liberte announces that Prusstans at Lyons 
and Bordeaux are being at last expelled. They 
have, It says, merited nothing better, owing to their

Tn the Corps I.églslatlf last evening the Count de 
Pallkao, the Minister of War, took tbe floor and In 
response to an Inquiry made an explanation relaUve 
to the fact of General Trocha being declarea Gov­ 
ernor of Parle. The government regarded It us a 
wh(e movement, he said, to conflne the defence of 
the city of Paris to a person eminently qualiflcd to 
increase tho security of peace In the minds of the 
^citizens. General iTochu will be replaced in the 


command of his corps. The reserves were for­ 
mally under bia command. 
The Count de Pallkao then Informed the Coir>s 
Léglslatlf that It was certain the Prussians bad suf­ 
fered severely In the late engagements.

Yesterday (Hiiuday), the 7th of August, nt six 
o’clock, upon I know not what false alarm-Dcrhaps 
only l>ecauHe three or four scouts of the enemy were 
annouuced on this side of Stelnburg-the Duke <le 
Magcuta caused the “getierule” to be beaten, and 
Baverne ibougbt Itself lost, wliile officers and sol. 
dlers threw themselves pell-mell upon the Pfalzbnrg 
roail. Three-fourths of the people went oiT wiUtly 
towards the neighboring forests. A sad example was 
set by the gens d’armcs and the sergeants de vllle. 
The townsfolk closed their shops and piled up the 
furniture upon carU. Bonie of tho farmers drove 
their cattle betoro them, as In the time of Abraham. 
There were lucredibie acc\imuIatloas formed, both 
of men ami animals. In tne houses of the foresters 
and In the ruins of the old castles. This morning 
all Is calm In the town, or to speak more accuraU iy, 
all is deiol there. The Invasion Is expected from 
one momcut to another, and no one drcanis of de­ 
fence agalust the 150,000 men or the I’rluce Royal. 
The Mayor Invites the bakers and butchers to reopen 
their shops. 
A few devoted men and some brave women divide 
themselves between two ambulances, of which one 
IS at the hospital and the other at the Asile Imper.ul. 
lliere remain only sixty wounded or so. 
One htitidred aud sixty have been sent on to Saar- 
bcrg. 
Almost all the Zouaves and Turcos made their 
escape last night, fearing to lie murdered by the 
iTuBsluns. How they have been able to drag them 
selves as far as Pfalzburg, being In snob a state as 
they were In, I scarcely know. Tney must have 
stolen horses and carriages. Mine was recovered 
this morning at six o’clock, perfectly sound, from 
nair a dozen stragglers, who had replaced the traces 
with turbans unrolled.

i'furtruy.-JtiAt Napoleon the Third shall be 
deposed, and his name, family, and dynasty severed 
from the throne of France and from all royal au- 
thortly In that country. 
Fi/TWp.—That a prince of the house of Orleans 
shall be placed on the throne of Prance and the Or­ 
leans dynasty restored. 
Tne feeling of the people of Germany la universally 
In favor of this programme and In support of the 
conditions which are annexed to It. 
It 18 said that the French people are to a very 
great extent also In favor of both.

General Nteinmetz’s Movements—Battle with 
the French in Retrent from Metz»Mix DU 
visions Engnared Under Princs Frederiek 
Charles. 
BEBI.IN, August 19, 1870. 
Tho Stunts Autttger of this city, has the lollowlng 
details of General Stelnmctz’s movements:— 
The General succeeded In engaging the enemy 
while tho latter was retmoung from Metz lu a 
southerly direction, and obliged him to pause near 
Arrtcark, where, approaching on the left bank of 
the river. Prtnoe Predertok Charles overtook the 
French left on the letb. The Prlpce had tho Third 
corps—just arrived from Verdun. 
This corps, althoogh It had been engaged at Saar- 
brncken and Forbach, Instantly attacked the enemy 
in company with General Btffipagci’s fifth division, 
aud maintained Its ground against a snpenor force 
for sU hours, until the Hanover corps, wPh tbe 
Twenty-second and Twenty-flfth divisions arrived on 
the’scene. 
These six divisions, under Prince Frederick 
Cbailes, repulsed the Third, Fourth, Second aud 
Sixth divisions of the Preach and the Imperial Guard. 
Tbe Prussians took 2,000 prisoners, two eagles and 
seven guns, and constrained the enemy to a rapid 
movement from the banks of the Meuse to the forU- 
fled city of Metz.

THE SITUATION^ 


Puaitlons of the Belllgereuts. 
Our despatches this morning show that not lesa 
than five battles have taken place west ol Met» 
since Snndav lust. The flrst was at Pagcy on that 
morning, wnen the Pnisslan advance was undoubt­ 
edly checked. It Is evident that alter this combal 
tho German forces were moved raiftdly In a north­ 
western direction, with a view to strike the Frenen 
line of retreat at some point yet further west. Tii^ 
two armies must have met at Longevllle oni 
Monday, where the Prussians were again roJ 
pulsed, and from where they repeated their tai ilJ 
cal flank movement nuon the right of the Freiu h^ 
Of the battle which took place on Tuesday we have 
coraparailvely full official reports from ParisJ 
The locality is said to be between Doncoun hikI! 
Vionvllle, but It la not stated what Doncourij 
I» meant. Viuuvllle is situated some tweUe miue 
west of Metz, on tho road to Venlun. Nome fouC 
miles north of this place Is a village calletl DonoourtJ 
Ten miles west by sonlh of Vionvllle Is another vilJ 
lagc called Donconrt aux Tcmpliera, on the roa<l froiol 
Pont k Mousson to Verdun, and only three miieik 
from the Metz and Venlun road. We are of mo/ 
opinion that the battle took place between Vionvlim/ 
and Doncourt aux TempHcrs. ThU would give tboi 
French army a front covering Its line of retrcatJ 
whereas a lino to the other vUlage would have maild 
It impossible for any flgbimg to have taken pla> e ufl 
Mars le Tour, which lies three miles west of Vi<mJ 
viUe, on the same road to Verdun, unless tne Frcncbl 
line of battle bad formed a sharp angle, with tiioi 
apex at VTonvlle. 
That our opinion In this is correct seems confirmoil 
by the statement made by count Ue Palikao to tha( 
Corps Léglslatlf on Thursday evening. Tlie Coimg 
stated that tbe Prussians “had tried to retreat to rfj 
Mllilel,” a town of some size on the Meuse nverJ 
southeast of Donconrt aux Templlers. This sluuiii 
Imply that the Prussian line faced to the nortu ainlj 
the French to the south, thus placing the latter la 
front of and covering their line of retreat, 
It is true that this position Is very near to 
Mete, but It certainly proves that the French line ol 
retreat has not yei been cat of, even If the army of 
Bazalne has not yet succeedetl In extricating itscll 
Irom the Prussian flank movement. We are soino- 
what puzaled to account for Uazolne’sremaining in 
tho vicinity of Metz when it seems probarle 
that his Hue of retreat was less exposed 
to attack on 
Sunday night that it wac 
on Tuesday last. It may be, as suggesud 
by a London paper, that he has been endeavoring to 
get on the flank and rear of tbe Pruasisns, with a 
view to compelling them to fail back for the pnrposs 
of covering their base of operations. If tbis has been 
hLs Intention we are Inclined to believe that he has 
been unsuccessful, and lias l>een compelleil to resume 
hlB retreat with greater danger ol being cut ofi 
Irom Paris than ever before. The despatches, boW' 
ever, are so confused and contradictory that it la 
almost Impossible to form any clear Idea or tbe siiiw 
aiion. Bat one tblng scema certain, aud It Is ihal 
np to five o’clock Thnrsday evening tbe French line 
of commnnlcatlon wltii Paris was open, as we have 
denpatcbes dated at tbe general beadquarters up u 
that bour. 
As regards tbe official despatch from King W 
Ilam, dated at Pont a Mousson, and referring to a 
engagement near there on Tuesday, In which tli 
PrnsBlauB took 10,000 prisoner, seven <or seventec 
cannon and two eagles. It ts evident tli 
be spoke of the engagement near Uraveiotie, 
and not of the battle between Tbionvili 
and Doncourt aux TempUers.. A Berlin fnews-j 
papet publlsbea particulars of this engagemenrJ 
Of the eugagemenl between the main bodies of the I 
armies there have oeen no official reports wbatevcd 
from the Prussian commanders, and this fact will! 
be readily ascertained by any person who will cart^ 
folly examine ino telegrams. This silence woui(< 
seem to bear out the French claim of having rej 
pulsed the PrnsBlans in their endeavors to forcQ 
back the right wing of their enemy. 
As we make it out there was a battle west of tntrf 
Moselle on Snnday, there waA another on Monday» 
near LongnevlUe, two on Tuesday and ono Wednes­ 
day. or this last engagement we publish the official

It thus appears that the Frem fr 
have not fallen back any further: and from tlié 
reports that the batUe was renewed on Thurs­ 
day It would appear that they either do not 
wish to or cannot continue their retreat.

German .IDUtary Rules on Preas Corrrapond- 
once trom tho Armies—The Herald Corpa 
of War Writers—From (-iorlHx to Lobao— 
An Army Trains Its Paaseagera and Their 
Appear anee—How the Bohemians 
Fool— 
What They Ray In Prague. 
LobaC, August 6, 1870. 
After many newspaper trorrespoudeaui hod danced 
attendance on the publiu officers of Berlin tor some- 
thiagmore than a week they received a posiuve re­ 
fusal to aUow them to attach thernselTes to the bead- 
qnarters of the different German urmlon. It being 
tne fashion at the Prasstan capital, a “conncIl of 
war” was Instantly caRed, at which it whs deckled 
that each of the members of the Hxbau> stoff should 
take a department of the German forces and work 
II up "on his own hook.'» Not so easy • Job as may 
be imagined, for the present writer, calUng on an 
intimate friend, an artUlery officer In the Mlntatry 
of War, in the hope that, even if the formal aid of 
the government in snppiylng the sympathetic Ameri­ 
can public with news was denied, such private Infln- 
euce as be possessed might be turned to account, 
was told, with an apology, that the strlclest orders 
had been Uaned that not only should no officer pre­ 
sume to give any oonespondent auy assistance, bnt 
Bhonld hinder, as far as possible, every knight of the 
qulU In hla quest for Information. 
The next train to the Hoirth contained the Hbrai.d 
correspondeat for the Crown Prince’s army, uot 
carrying him, as you might Imagine. In the direc­ 
tion of Lcipslc or Prankfort-on-lbe-Maln, but to 
Gdrlltz aud the Bohemian border.

Ourt Uu lonely voices reprsMnt, 
indeed, dissenUul views lu the press, but the writers 
Of these arUcles are Fmaslao at heart or to blood 
and to outrageous opposition to the opinion of the 
vast majority of Austrian sabjeots.” 'rhls acfsoont Is 
radically different trom that given by the Frnsslan 
press; aud It was your corre.spondent’s endeavor to 
discover, so far ss Bohemia went, which aoconnt 
mo.it nearly approached the truth. 1 could find but 
one of the ver» large German popolatiou wig) was 
not enthusiastic In the German cause, end this stogie 
French sympathizer oontes.-ed with sorrow that 
could hardly mention a stogie fellow. 
With the BUvonic populatlou the case is different, 
and on the whole l should say they are neutral, es­ 
pecially If we accept Lord Orauvlfle’s tost for neu 
trailty—both sides find fault with them, 
in the 
neighborhood of Hadowa, the Gxeoh population are 
Htm much embittered agatosi the PksBians, and 
wish them every 111. This I hear, among others, 
from two manufacturers whose establishments are 
In that region. 
In Prague, on the other hand, which was occnpled 
for several months by the Prussian troops wlUiont 
the occurrenoe of a single fray between the soldiers 
and the inhabitants, the Prussians have the reputa­ 
tion of a humane and reasonable people, aud pusseai 
the beany sympathy of the people la the present 
war. 
AUSTRIAN BXTOBTION. 
They make Ihe most pointed comparisons between 
them and the Austrians, whose last enormity is tue 
proposmoa to “borrow” over a hundred million 
flOriDs from the property deposited with the govern­ 
ment in trust for miuoia, absentees, charitable pur­ 
poses, Ac., a proposition the more miquitous m that 
a large proportion of these deposits are compulsory. 
1 saw mure than oue fist oleuuhed, and heard mure 
than one tnreat of vengeance to case me proposltlun 
should become a law.

There Is among the Czechs a third party, oontaiu- 
ing some oi the foremost Bohemians, called the 
b’lira hlaves,” whCi eluse to lake a part or even au 
Interest in any movement not directed towards the 
re-estobllBhment of the autonomy of the kingdom of 
Bohemia. They held a mus.H meeting two days ago.

The three classes—guard, reserve and landw ehr- 
represent a force of 800,009 men, a portion of whlcn, 
and no Inconsiderable portion either, to armed with 
rinea of tho best modem oonsiructlou—the Mar- 
tlgny, Henry aud others being common lu their 
ranks. Batteries of field arUllery, rifled and other­ 
wise, are also numerous and effecUve, and there is 
likewise a small force of cavalry, of which much 
ought not to be said. Looking upon the Hwtos army 
from tho most favorable point of view I should re­ 
gard It as an In valnable anxliary to tne forces of any 
great ally, but powerlusa to resist for any length of 
time the assaults of the chief European mon­ 
archies. 
The safety of Switzerland really lies In Its geogra­ 
phical position, as placed barrier-wlsa between two 
or more powerful rivals, aud, atwve all, m the 
respect felt for her by other freedom-loving peoples. 
Surely two such uatiotu as the United Htatos and 
Great Britain would uot look calmly on while Gaul 
or Teuton stained her snows with blood. 
DKHOCRACY IN TBS BANKS. 
There Is no favoritism or snopbery m the Swiss 
army. Instances arc numerous ol mliUounaire mer­ 
chants aud others serving as simple privates, and 
loyally olieylng tho orders of their own clerks and 
omploy<%. The highest rank In the army U that of 
“federal” colonel—not merely cantonal-or (as we 
Bhonldjmt it) statu colonel, and the senior offloor of 
tills rang in Switzerland nas the honor of being a 
butcher by proio.-«lou. 
The generalissimo of the army durlag the present 
war has lately been voted Into bis position by the 
Federal Bond or Legislature, and that, too, by ao 
overwhelming majority. Colonel Hans Herzog, of 
canton Argau, a gentleman possessed of affluent 
meaus, has dovotea hts lifetime to the study of mili­ 
tary science, and, acconilng to all I have been able 
to gather, Switzerland wUl find in him the best guar- 
dlan 01 the safety or her frontiers, supported, as he 
will be, by the counsels of tne gallant old General 
Dufour, the queller of the Bonderbund rebeUloiu 
This far-lamed tactician Is passing a green old age 
at Geneva, and hto advice will be invaluable at the 
present crisis in bis country's aoairs. 
SWISS STBATBOY. 
Hwltzerlsnd has now In the field between 40,000 
and 60,000 men. Home 10,000 of tbeae are stationed 
in and around Basle, at which point tho Freifbh and 
German frontiers meet her own, and nearly an equal 
number are bivouacked along the valley of the 
Rhine towartls Bchaffhausen or located In the 
towns close at hand. Headqoartcrs are at Olier, the 
northern centre of the .Swiss railroad system, and 
from this point reinforcements can be carried rap­ 
idly to any part of the frontier within a few hours. 
1 have thought It well to give the resume of Swit­ 
zerland’s luUitary position in view of the róle which 
she may have to p l^ against her own wishes in the 
European war. If France or Prussia shonld got the 
worse of the contest at the outset it Is all but un­ 
avoidable that Bwiss territory will be Invaded In the 
long nin, ood, besides, the accidents of war mast 
not be overlooked. The campaign Joal commenced 
to merely the tieglnning of the dlstautend. Almost 
every European nation has some particolar axe to 
grind at the expense of its neighbors, and when all 
are arming, as arming tney are at present, from 
England to Russia, a general war is certain to fol­ 
low. In hts address to the army the Emperor Napo­ 
leon declared hto belief mat hostilities will not be of 
short duraUon, and from what i have myself wtw 
uessed daring the past eight days In France and 
hwltzerlund i am compel! 
1 endorse Ills opinion.

Switzer­ 
land at the present moment Ih m a .situation some­ 
what similar to that of tho holder Biaies dttring out- 
late war; for, like th<it section ol the Union, she n onld 
fain remain neutral between the coiite.-iants, and 
yet It Is all but imposilble for her to preserve the In­ 
tegrity of her soli from tlio rival armies. 
The 
northern portion of the republlu seem.s designed 
by nature a.1 a highway of a)ipioacli to Southern 
Germany on the one 
hand, and to the cen­ 
tre of Franco on the other; for the country 
between Basle and the Lake of Constance Is a 
anccesalon of wide valleys and extensive plains 
wherem few obstacles exist to prevent tho advance 
of the largest armies. Nor lias awlt/.erhnid taken 
any precautions to obviate the natural want of 
defence on her northern frontier. She lias no for- 
tresscM there, nor the means to arm them according 
to the reqiUremtnts of modern warfare: and she 
may be said to exist from the same cause as Turkcy- 
In-Europe—simply on account of the jealousy of her 
nelgbborA 
PKKUNO towards TUB BELI.tUEBKNTS. 
My journey across Switzerland has < onvlnced me 
of two things:—Firstly, that the Helvetians are, as 
one man, re.-iolved to preserve a determined nen- 
trallty lu thto war; secondly, that their sympatnios 
are abont equally illvided between the French and 
Germans, The southern cantons and those border­ 
ing on Alsace are generally Gallic lu their feelings, 
so for M this war Is cDnceraed; while those which, 
face the Duchy of Baden are slightly pro-German, 
Well Informed men in tho two sections seem to have 
a greater fear of German encroa'ffinu-uts than of 
the French, for the road to Paris from Basle is more 
likely to tempt the Prussians than Boolhern Ger­ 
many wlU do their opponents. Tne real strength 
of the Tentons lies In their northern territory; 
whereas the conntrj forming the centre of France 
to easUy 
approached 
all 
the way 
to Paris, 
the two 
fortresses 
of 
Belfort 
and 
Langres 
being 
the 
sole 
obstacles 
to 
the 
advance 
of an invading army. The great bulk of the Em­ 
peror’s foroes to now concentrated In the northeast 
corner of the empire, only a lew scattered handinls 
of troops remaining in the departments bordering 
the raUwaj from Mulhouse to Paris; and were tue 
Prussians to trespass across Swiss territory and 
enter tho region in question, they would simply have 
to aeal for a time with tho Nallonal Guard and a 
smaU modicum of regular troops. It to therefore in 
the interest of Prance to preserve intact the integrity 
of Helvetic soil, forming as It docs a rampart of 
defence to her centre and capital; bnt there to like­ 
wise another aud strong reason for Swiss confidence 
in the French Emperor. Louts Napoleon passed a 
considerable porUou of iiis early career lu the repub­ 
lic, and was honored by being made a Hwws citizen, 
lie to known to bo gratefni for the protection afforded 
him when hto name was likely to cause him the fate 
whlcn the proverb UHsures us tlircateus naughty 
“t»uw-wows;'» and he Is not likely to forget how tne 
Swiss turned out a hundred thousand strong to pro­ 
tect him from the hoBtliiiv of the Orleanists, and 
came very near pliinging ilietr imie republic into a 
war with Franco, solely on hto account. But. after

sion In lavor of Belgium. Mr. Disraeli and his fol­ 
lowers are innch wroth at thbi Interpretation of the 
treaty and at the repudiation of Its obligations; but

On the other hand the radicals are in eostncics 
at this emphatic declaration of policy on the part of 
the government with respect to this partleulnr 
treaty, and cbertsti secret hopes that the same course 
of action may be pursued with respect to many 
others.

L’ulted Hiates. RADICAL DEMOCRACY. 
While, however, tola is toe radical and democra­ 
tic view with respect to the exploded iroaiies that

Your readers wlU perUsps consider us citizens of 
Dublin rather strange folk; for Instead of abusing, 
Uke the rest of the world, too Emperor Napoleon for 
going to war, we ratner admire his "pluck” and 
wish htm «Godspeed.»' Nor do we dread, like other 
people, toe destrooUon toe war is certain to bring 
upon mankind and ctvlllzatloo, for every day during 
the past week we have been expecting news ot a 
bloody engagement, and nave been somewhat dis­ 
appointed that one has not taken place. 
The different newspaper offices of too city are 
every morning Uterally besieged by large crowds 
eager to ascertain the atutnde of the beUigerent 
Powers. 
The fact caimot be denied that the Irish 
people in general and the inhabitants of DubUn and 
cork in particular take toe deepest Interest In the 
present stmggle. 
That interest, I have reason to 
know. Is something more than an Idle curiosity or an 
aireotea sympathy for Franoe. They hope that Eng­ 
land win be Involved In toe war, or that, owing to 
the tone of her press and tbe mural support she ha.4 
given to Prussia, tbe Emperor, as soon as be has 
despatched tus present enemy, will declare war 
agaüist her. 
This would, I assure yon, be a 
most gratifying result 
to 
the Irish 
people, 
and particularly to the national party, who have 
boon Instrumental lu organizing toe demonstrations 
lately beld all through the South. They have made 
great capital out of the hostility towards the Empe­ 
ror Napoleon. which has, ever since the declara­ 
tion of war, characterized the whole English press, 
and msnv of them are sanguine euoogh to think that 
the condnct of England may bring about the wished 
for result 
Olhcra also Imagine that the Emperor Napoleon 
takes a great interest m tols country, and that very 
little would Induce him to attempt its sepa- 
raUon from England. The wish is, 1 am inclined to 
thmk, "father to toe thought’» 1 may say, however, 
that a leading article in the Loudon News favors 
this opinion, and has done not a little to strengthen 
this Idoa among irishmen.

HOPS. 
This extract was printed In capitals In all the na­ 
tio n al newspapers, and was considered as toe ex­ 
pression of English opinion regarding the sympa­ 
thetic union between Franc* aud Ireland. Great 
significance is attached to it by the national party 
here; but toe object of that party at present u to 
exaggerate every thing likely (o involve England to 
tbe war. 
The proniotei-B ol the reient Dublin demoustra- 
tlons, out of a wUclesome drc id, no doubt, of the 
police force, have very wisely eome to the concln- 
sion that, as their object has been fully attained 
they will not tor ini- present iioid any more demon­ 
strations of syuipaih.v witn France.

C en tin u ed P raa sia n Naccmiaea—Tlie A dvaaue 


Bazaine fights desperately, and is not easy 
to crush. 
Such combats as those of Monday 
and Tuesday seem to assure us that the French 
arm y has not lost heart, and wherever there 
is an arm y of nearly two hundred thousand 
men, of good morale, handled iutelligcntly, it 
is not safe to reason on conquest as one 
might in their absence. 
As to the immediate 
seizure of Paris, therefore, that is counted 
upon in Berlin, there may still be doubts, and 
the situation Is by no meaus w ithout a possi­ 
bility that would be damaging to the glory of 
the Prussian Princes. 
If for a moment wo 
compare the present disastrous positlou of the 
French with the position of the Prussians in 
the Jena campaign, we see what may convince 
us that bad as the French situation is it could 
be infiuitely worse if the Prussians had not 
confronted a stubbornly fighting arm y at every 
encounter. By the First Napoleon the Prussians 
were beaten In one great battle, and their 
capital fell into his hands, while some minor 
combats gave him possession of the whole 
country in an astonishingly short time. 
But 
in the present w ar the Prussians beat the 
French at Wissembourg, at Forbach, at Frosch- 
weller and Woerth, and have been compelled 
to beat them again at Metz and Mars la Tour, 
while the seizure of P aris is a fact still, per­ 
haps, beyond other battles. 
The battle at Mars la Tour, fought on Tues­ 
day, the ICth, was a continuation of tho fight 
of Monday. 
It will be remembered that the 
Prussians fought the French on Sunday to the 
south of Metz, near Pagny. 
The Prussian 
advance reached that point with the purpose of 
crossing the Moselle, to cut the French line of 
retreat west of the river, and encountered there 
a French force, posted, perhaps, to cover the 
crossing. 
They walked into this force at ouce, 
but Bazaine, perceiving that this Prussian corps 
had much outmarched 
what was "behind, 
attem pted to destroy it with overwhelming 
force, and thus brought on a general action, 
the other Germ an corps being rushed forward 
at sound of the firing. 
From this fight the 
French troops were w ithdrawn into tlie works 
at Metz, and the Prussians, following up to 
the works, lost heavily by the tire of the 
fortress. 
T hat night Bazaine Imrriod bis 
troojis across tho river, but the Prussian arm y 
had also beeu burried over, and at daylight 
they were ou the flank of the French, as the 
latter were on the m arch from Metz to Verdun. 
With the enemy on his flank Bazaine was com­ 
pelled to face ahout and fight, and thus oc­ 
curred the battle of Monday near Gravelotte. 
M arshal L’Adm irauIt had that day the extrem e 
right of the French and drove the Prussians 
that were in front of him, holding at night the 
ground the Prussians had held In the m oruing; 
but at tho other extrem ity of the line the 
French fortunes were not so happy, for a 
Prussian force seems to have wedged itself 
between the Frencii left and Metz, thus cutting 
off whatever troops had not already crossed 
the river, and apparently shutting them up in 
tho fortress. 
Some despatches from London 
tell us that the force thus shut up in Metz is 
the “ main body” of the French army, but if 
this is true the “ detachm ent” that is cut off is 
a very effective one. 
The French soldiers bivouacked at G rave­ 
lotte on Monday night and resum ed their 
march tow ards Verdun oa Tuesday, sending 
their wounded before them into Etain, not far 
from Verdun. 
They had gone as far as Mars 
la Tour, about one-third tho way from Metz 
to Verduu, and as tar from G ravelotte as 
G ravelotte is from Metz, when they were again 
obliged to form the lino of battle and face their 
enemy. 
It would appear that they were thus 
overtaken by tho Prussian cavalry which was 
cugaged by the French cavalry, and a bril­ 
liant collision of this arm figures in the 
despatches. 
By the report from Bazaine the 
line of battle was cngagéíl at four P. M., and 
the light was continued with desperate tenacity 
while daylight lasted. 
It resulted in turning 
the French right completely and thus pushing 
Bazaine from his lino of retreat. 
Indeed, he 
m ust have been driven some miles from his 
first line of b a ttle ; for his wounded from this 
fight wore sent into Briay, which is off his line 
of retreat and nearer to Metz than Mars la 
Tour is. 
Moreover, there is a discrepancy in 
the reports of the scene of this day’s battle 
which can only be reconciled by tho supposi­ 
tion that the battle began at one of tl^e 
places 
reported 
and 
ended at the other. 
Bazaine himself reports tliis fighting as between 
Spincourt 
and 
Thionville. 
Thionville 
is 
directly north of Melz, about twenty miles 
away, 
and Spincourt is about equally far 
north with Thionville and thirty miles to the 
w est of it. 
Parallel with the road from Metz 
to Verdun and to the north of it there is a 
little stream, an aflluent of the Moselle, and it 
is likely that when sorely pressed during Tues­ 
day the M arshal reformed his line on tho fur­ 
ther side of this little stream , though he m ust 
have been pushed even far from that to get 
between Spincourt and Thionville. 
Prussian 
urtillery is reported as intrenching itself near 
Briay, so that wherever Bazaine is exactly he 
U lighting and has taught his foe not to despise 
his efforts. 
With the force under Bazaine thus nearly 
shut up in a little com er of France, with neu­ 
tral territory behind it. things are not pros­ 
perous ; in fact, they arc only not hopeless. 
Behind Spincourt, however, there is a possible 
line of retreat, covered by the range of hills 
that form the valley of tho Meuse for a great 
part of its course, Imt Iiert; turn sharply to the 
••iwMieast and ruu into the G raud Duohv of 


Lux «mbourg. 
But it appears that between this 
force and the force in Metz, Stelumetz and 
Frederick Charles have their hands lull, and we 
cannot yet believe that there is any whisper of 
capitulation in the lines of any of these French 
corps. 
The Prussians them selves, perhaps, 
have felt the effect of all this figliting. 
They 
will still, but they do not put the same over­ 
whelming forces at the points of contact that 
wo noted earlier in the campaign. 
They have 
withdrawn from in front of Strasbourg and 
Phalsbourg to cover their Communications; 
for though the Prussian soldiers can and do 
live on the country the needle gun also must 
bo fed, and simple powder and ball will not 
feed it. 
Its cooked food m ust come from the 
Prussian depots, and m ust come on a long 
line through a hostile country. 
Wo ought to 
hear pretty soon that the Prnsslaus are short 
of ammunition if the French are as vigilant for 
all the possibilities as tb o j should be. 
If 
beljied by such a contiugency Bazaine still 
entertains Steinmetz and 
Prince 
Charles, 
MacMahon and Trochii, with the reserves, may 
be equal to the Crown Prince. 
Naturally the many successes of the Prus­ 
sians m ake peace possible, and we even hear 
of term s proposed. 
Peace may be made, and 
doubtless the person ju st now most ready to 
make it is the Em peror Napoleon. 
But it 
would bo a hum iliating peace, and France 
would repudiate it and its m aker. 
Tho Em­ 
peror might make a peace to save his throne, 
but France would regard it as the sacrifice of 
her honor. 
With the issue thus fairly made 
between his throne and her honor it is not 
doubtful what France would do. 


Expulsion or Germana from France. 


A London telegram of yesterday says th at 
the collective note of A ustria and England 
dissuading 
France from expelling German 
residents has been ineffectual. 
Now the 
right of a governm ent in time of war to 
expel from its territory the subjects of a for­ 
eign and hostile governm ent is unquestionable. 
When tbo.se subjects are so num erous and so 
influential as to be dangerous to the govern­ 
ment the hospitality of which they have en­ 
joyed their 
expulsion m ay be a necessity. 
The protection of the G erm an residents in 
Franco devolves during the w ar upon the diplo­ 
matic agents of the U nited States. 
But these 
agents cannot now interfere more authorita­ 
tively to prevent the expulsion of the Germans 
than could the Prussian diplom atic agents in 
timo of peace. 
When, however, it is remem­ 
bered that the number of G erm an s ibjects in 
France is estimated at two millions, of whom 
two hundred thousand reside In Pari.s alone, 
and.jnoreover, that the m ajority of this largo 
German colony consists of skilled workmen and 
active m erchants, who have added incalculably 
to the wealth of their adopted country, our 
diplomatic agents in France might well repre­ 
sent to tho iroporial governm ent that their ex­ 
pulsion may prove not only a hardship to Its 
victims, but also almost as serious an evil to 
France as the expulsion of the H uguenots by 
the edict of Nantos. 
The right of the French 
government to expel the Germ ans cannot bo 
contested. 
Their expulsion may even seem to 
bo a painful necessity. 
But it nevertheless 
does net look like good policy. We are, therc- 
lore, glad to learn th at official assurances 
have been received at W ashington contradict­ 
ing the rum or of an imperial order indiscrimi­ 
nately expelling tho G erm ans domiciled at 
Paris. 
Tho angry demand of Paul de Cas- 
sagnac tliut so cruel a m easure should be 
adopted round no echo. 
It is true, however, 
that about one hundred and fifty Prussians 
have been invited to leave P aris on account of 
having made hostile dem onstrations again.st 
France. 
The strict orders of the landwehr 
had already recalled fifteen hundred of the 
eight thousand P russians residing in Paris. 
Two thousand of thesa are said to have ap­ 
plied at once for naturalization papers, as well 
as for the (perm is de géjovr) permits to re­ 
main, which an order of tho Prefect of Police, 
dated A ugust 4, had required the natives of 
Prussia, of the countries of the Confederation 
of the North, of Bavaria, of W urteinburg, of 
the G rand Duchy of Ilesse, and of tho Grand 
Dtichy of Baden, to obtain within three days. 
A fter that delay they were to be liable to 
a rrest and c.vpulsiou.____________

In spile of the strain upon financial af­ 
fairs in Europe, in consequence of tlie war. 
United States securitie.s rise in European 
markets. 
Tho trutli is, but'a capitalists and 
tho people w!io have any money to invest, 
begin to see that wo not only pay a higher in­ 
terest than any great Pow er on the national 
debt, but that really there are no securities 
safer, if as safe, as ours. 
While other nations 
can scarcely mako both ends meet, while they 
have little or no prospect of paying their debts, 
and while every extraordinary strain upon 
their finances adds to their indebtedness, this 
country is paying oil’ its debt at tho rate of a 
hundred millions and upward a year. In fact, 
our debt, large as the figures are, is com para­ 
tively a bagatelle when compared with the vast 
resources and wonderful growth of the coun­ 
try, 
It is not surprising, then, th at our bonds 
rise in the European m arkets. 
It is more sur­ 
prising, indeed, that they have not risen much 
higher than the present quotations. 
W hatever 
may happen in the Old World, or even here, 
the wealth and magnificent future of this repub­ 
lic are such that it will be no difficulty to meet 
our liabilities and to pay off within a few years 
the principal of the debt. 


A G o o d I d e a . — American tourists on the 
European Continent will bo relieved of one of 
the em barrassments to which the war, inter­ 
rupting the usual course of flnaucial ex­ 
changes, has exposed them. 
D rexel, Harjes 
& Company, of Paris, have deposited a large 
amount of gold at Basle, tho financial head­ 
quarters of travel in Switzerland, in order to 
accommodate travellers in that -country, noti­ 
fying all their Swiss correspondents to draw 
on Basle for gold. 
They have also made such 
arrangements that their circular letters of 
credit will be available to the holders under 
all contingencies in 
every other part 
of 
Europe, authorizing them to draw bills either 
on London or Paris. 
This Is a good idea, and 
other bankers in Paris might well profit by it.

The Truce of God, so styled in the ancient 
obrouiclas under the Latin term of Treuga Z>s», 
and identifying the first of these words with the 
German expression treue, meaning fidelity, 
was an early attem pt of the Church to m itigate 
and oontrol the anim osities of almost barbarous 
ages. 
It was first proclaim ed by the bishops 
of Aqtdtalne (now part of Franco) just after 
tho terrible famines which hod scourged the 
land for nearly flvo years, until the close of 
1030. 
It prohibited all ovort acts in any pri­ 
vate quarrels throughout the season of Ad­ 
vent, Lent, and the great holidays of the year, 
embracing, also, tho lapse of time from every 
Thursday until every Sunday evening. 
Dur­ 
ing the speoificd period no act of violence was 
tolerated, under penalty of tho severest chas­ 
tisement. 
The good prelates had originally 
proolalmod universal peace, but found it utterly 
impossible to m aiutain it in those rude days, 
and hence were compelled to set apart certain 
subdivisions of time. 
About the middle of the 
eleventh century they ezteuded the period of 
truce from W ednesday sunset until Monday 
sunrise. 
However, It was nearly one hundred 
years later when tho noble idea of a general 
pacification 
was 
formalized 
by the Pope 
Caliztus II., who, at the Council of Rheims, In 
1186, denounced war in the most solemn lan­ 
guage, and consigned all violators of the gene­ 
ral peace throughout Christendom to the 
excommunication of the Church, with total 
de(>rivation of Christian buriaL 
G radually 
this law became a settled regulation la all 
countries over which the Papal authority in 
religion extended, and it continued to be 
almost the only refuge from the reign of uni­ 
versal violence until the civil adm inistration 
of Europe grew stroug enough to restraia the 
pasaious of the multitude. 
Seven centuries and more have rolled away 
since the groat edict of C aliztus, aud civil 
authority has its immense machinery estab­ 
lished in every part of what is called the 
civilized w orld; yet at this moment we behold 
France, “ the eldest daughter of the C hurch,” 
and Germany, the land of M artin Luther— 
both claiming the highest pre-eminence in 
their respective views of orthodoxy and the 
faith of Christ—holding 
together a revel 
of blood, a salurnalia of hum an slaughter 
the like of whicli has not been witnessed by 
horrified hum anity since the days of the savage 
llnns and Visigoths. 
The devastated fields of 
Eastern France reek with hum an putrescence, 
and for a dozen degrees of latitude and longi­ 
tude in the very heart of Christendom the 
trump of fierce armies, the clangor of their 
martial music, the huzzas of their charging 
battalions and tho roar of their ordnance 
scarcely drown the wail of the aftrighted and 
bereaved people who.se substance they are de- 
8tr(jying and whoso homes they are laying 
wa.stc. 
Aj there no hand venerable enou-'h in years, 
powerful enough in authority, sacred enough 
iu its traditional character, to stay this deluge 
of blood and tears? Some of the latest advices 
direct from E urope suggest a reply to this 
most im jiortant question. 
They hint that 
Pius IX. has offered his m ediation to King 
William for 
peace 
betw een 
Prussia 
aud 
France, and tbat the German monarch grace­ 
fully and cordially expresses his utmost w ill­ 
ingness \o avail himself of this gonial offer, 
upon such conditions as shall secure future 
tranquillity to his country. 
If this announce­ 
ment be true it discloses an act worthy the 
head of a groat Ciiristian Church which claims 
the devotion of a hundred millions of our race, 
and worthy a mighty C hristian monarch upon 
whose helm victory has for years been eagerly 
twining her laurel wreaths. 
King William has 
now thirteen millions, and in a year or two 
more may have twenty miIlion.s, of Catholic 
subjects, to whom, as to France, the m andate 
or entreaty on behalf of justice of an Infallible 
Pontiff will bo inviolable law. 
Why, then, 
should not the world rejoice in so g reat an 
event, so sublimely illustrating tho sincerity 
of all4who follow, by w hatever paths, the stan­ 
dard of Him whose holiest title next to Divin­ 
ity was “ P rin ceo f Peace? ” 
We can conceive 
of no brain so dull, no heart so cold, that it 
would not grow bright and warm toward so 
grand a profter of general conciliation of which 
tho very first effect would be the rescue of 
seventy-five millions of our fellow creatures 
from the horrors of war. 
Let us behold this 
effort, which in its simple grandeur would far 
surpass auy trium ph of tho m erely diplomatic 
council or the em battled field. 
Let Pius IX . 
aud King William crown the glories of their 
reign aud time by a new proclam ation of the 
“ Truce of G od.” 


T h e MiasioN 
t o 
E n g l a n d having 
been 
finally declined by Mr. Frelinghuysen, aud 
Minister Motley having beeu reduced to -a 
mere cipher while aw aiting his successor, 
this important post at this im portant crisis in 
European affairs we may say rem ains vacant. 
It is to bo hoped that the President will lose 
no time in filling this position with some man 
of broad statesm anship, who will not lose 
sight of the interests of the United States in 
the event of any peace arrangem ents iu Europe 
affecting the gi^neral law of nations upou such 
questions as tiie rights of neutrals and bellige­ 
rent rights. 
Indeed, we think that the time 
has come when the M inister of this country at 
London ought to be able to command the 
attention of the great European Pow ers as an 
advocate of peace. 
A t all events this is not 
the time for the United States mission to Eng­ 
land to bo continued a vacancy. 


T h e S ic k M a n

F r a n c e . — Napoleon is 
reported to be mentally as well as physically 
disabled. 
It is given out that for some days 
past he has been strangely repealing such 
suggestive expressions as “ la m cu to ff,” “ I 
have beca b etrayed;” but we do not think that 
such expressions indicate, by any means, a 
want of perception of bis actual situation. 
The only question is, will he be equal to the 
crisis with its heavy and unexpected misfor­ 
tunes. 
Peace is his policy of safety, and by 
promptly resolving upon this alternative he 
may still get out of his difficulties without 
any very serious sacrifloeB. 
Otherw ise the 
empire and his dynasty may be swept away. 


T h e G e r m a n E m r iu e , the practical union 
of all the German States, for generations the 
dream and hope of the German people, it may 
be said, Is to be the grand resnlt of this 
Franco-Prussian war, and for this groat con- 
summatiou the German people may thank the 
folly of Napoieou tho TJiird.

A t length we begin to hear of something 
practical being done by the heavy orniaiog and 
blockading.fleets of France sent northw ard 
from Cherbourg against G erm ai maritime com­ 
merce and the German porta 
The French 
iron-clads, under Admiral Boaet-Guillaumoz, 
have been seen off Cuxhaven and tbe ob­ 
structed entrances of the Elbe and tlie Weser, 
aud there has been a preliminary brush with a 
Prussian squadron near tho Island of RUgen, 
in tbe BalUc. 
Meanwhile the Ministry of 
Marino Affairs at Paris announeos that eleven 
Gorman prizes have bem taken, and predicts 
great trium phs for the future. 
Prussian naval 
officers who, by some odd management, have 
been all through the Freticli arsenals at Brest, 
Cherbourg and Toulon, report to tho Kreua 
Zeitung, at Berlin, tbat the French had pro­ 
posed not merely to demonstrate with a force 
along tbe coasts and at the various seaports of 
the Confoderation, but to land bodies of troops 
at the m ouths of the Ems, the Weser and tbe 
Ellie rivers, and other points on tho north 
coast, so as to bold important bodies of the 
Prussian forces in check. 
Emden and LUbeck 
are the intended extrem ities of a segm ent of a 
semi-cirole that was to embrace all these ope­ 
rations, with an eye to the severance of 
Schleswig-Holstein 
from Prusalau 
m ilitary 
control. 
In order to meet this comprebenelve, and, U 
it could be carried out, effective plan, Prussia 
has sot apart no less tbau three special armies, 
for which her tremendous accumulated strength 
now enables her amply to provide. 
We briefly 
give their arrangem ent as we glean the facts 
from official quarters at Berlin. 
The first 
arm y is under tbe command of the Grand 
Duke of Mecklenburg, and consists of two 
corps of the line and five divisions of land­ 
wehr, comprising in all one hundred and eight 
thousand men. 
This is the Arm y of tho Lower 
Oder, and will cover Berlin. 
The 
second 
arm y is under G eneral Vogel Von Falcken- 
stein, and consists of one corps of tbe line and 
three divisions of landwehr, 
or fifty-eight 
thousand men in all. 
This is called tbe Army 
of the Low er Elbe. 
The third is commanded 
by General H erw arth Von Bittenfold, and also 
consists of one corps of tho line and three 
landw ehr divisions, in all fifty-eight thousand 
men. 
It is called the Army of the Upper Ems. 
It will thus bo seen that while Prussia hurls 
more than half a million of men beyond the 
frontiers of France, with one hundred and fifty 
thousand landw ehr advancing to cover their 
rear, she can, at tbe very same moment, dis­ 
pose of two hundred and twenty-four thou­ 
sand men to protect her northern coasts from 
invasion. 
O f course tbe idea that France, in 
h er present situation, can land a force large 
enough to cope with even the smallest of the 
armies above designated is out of the question. 
The empire has need of every soldier, nay, of 
every m arine, that she can m uster for the de­ 
fence of communications with her own capital, 
and, in fact, a large body of her naval gunner.<i 
has been withdrawn from her lleets to man the 
heavy ordnance on the ram parts of Paris, 
Could the m editated blow have been struck 
at the German i>orta and a formidable force 
have been landed to m arch against Berliu in 
the beginning a grand diversion might have 
been effected. 
But now it is too late, and the 
French squadrons have need of the very 
utmost vigilance lest, at Sbme moment of false 
security, they should be assailed at sudden 
disadvantage by tho Krtnig Wiliiolm, that most 
terrible of all iron-clads afloat excepting our 
old “ Dunderberg” (now tlie Rochambeau). 
Tho vessel named has half a dozen consorts 
nearly as formidable, as herself, 
and along 
with their own engineers and seameu the 
Prussians have the services of other men of 
ancient seafaring races and of matchless skill 
upon the water. 
The French commanders, 
fearless, 
enterprising and accomplished as 
they are, may, therefore, while angling for 
naval victories in the Baltic catch oue of 
Victor H ugo's devil fish quite unawares.

The law of emancipation, as voted by the 
Spanish Cortes, will not, from present indica­ 
tions, prove very eflfective in Cuba. 
The 
slavery question will be the cause of cou- 
siderable trouble before it is settled. 
Dis­ 
content is fast making itself evident among 
those who before 
this new trouble were 
the warmest adherents of Spanish rule in ihe 
island. 
Now the case is altered. 
So long as 
Spain recognized slavery tho slaveholders in 
Cuba were warm in their attachm ent to the 
mother coun'.ry; but now that there is a dis­ 
position to adopt a progressive policy towards 
the colonies fast friends are suddenly trans­ 
formed into bitter opponents. 
Under these 
circumstances, then, tho situation iu Cuba is 
becoming more and more complicated. 
The 
volunteers side with the slaveholders, and the 
power they exert all over the island is very 
great. 
They desire the perpetuation of slavery, 
while the Spanish government decrees that the 
system shall be eradicated. 
Here, then, on this 
subject alone a clash appears almost inevitable. 
Can Spain back down from the stand she has 
taken on this question ? And if she will not do 


BO what course will the slaveholders pursue ? 
Will the Spanish governm ent be able to enforce 
its laws in the island if those who to a great 
extent control tbe volunteers determ ine other­ 
w ise? 
Judging from the progress in the sub­ 
jugation of the Cubans it is not at all probable 
tbat it would, and the attem pt, should it result 
in failure, would only help to hasten Cuban 
independence^_____________

It suddeuiy occurred to somebody 
in the neighborhood that the atmo.sphcre might be 
considerably improved upon If the factory of the 
oompauy was made to quit buslaess, and stralghi- 
way cues went up from many U'uemeut house 
throats that the stench from It was too horritde to 
endure.

iDtportBot Aateotfmeni to the Bankruptcy 
Law. 
The second danse of the llilrty-second section of 
the Bankruptcy act of 1897 provided as follows:— 
That In nil proceeding! In haiikruptcy commeDcrd after 
one je n r fruin the lime tble act ihnll go Into operation no 
dlicharge «hall be granted to a debtor whose aseeU do not 
pay fifty per centum of tbe claims against bis estate, unless 
ibe osssm In wrlttiig of a majority in number and value of 
bis creditors who have nrored tbelr claims Is filed in the uoss 
at or before the time of application for dlscborga 
This clause, commonly called the fifty cent clause, 
went Into operation on the 1st of January, 1869, as 
an amendment to the law, the origlual inicntlou of 
Congress being that the amendment should take 
effect on the 1st of June, Isos, but Congress agreed 
that It should not have operation till the January 
following. Now comes another and most Important 
ameridment, which provides that the above danse 
shall not apply to those debts from which the bank­ 
rupt seeks a discharge which were conlracied prior 
to tho 1st of January, 1899. In other words, In order 
to make the fact plalu, any person who has eon- 
iracled debts orlor to January i, 1809. may. uii ULs 
own petition, go Into voluntary bankruptcy as If tho 
fifty cent citosc did not exist at all. 
The “Invuliuiury” portion of the act has iteen 
amended in the maunor set forth lu the hubjoiueu 
paragraph 
Tbat tbe clause in the thirty-nintb sectioB of smid art 
whicli DOW reads, “or wbo, being a banker, merchant or 
trader, has fraudulently stopped or suspended, and not re­ 
sumed payment of bis («mmcrclal paper within a pr-rlod of 
lourteeu days,” shall be amended so as to read os follows:-^ 
“Or who, being a banker, broker, merchont, trader, manu- 
factiirer or mluer, bos fraudulently stopped payment, or 
who bos stopped or suspended aod not resumed payment of 
his commercial paper wllhla a period of fourteen days." 
It 19 well that tne Icgnl profession and the public 
generally should be made acquainted with the above, 
which refers toa very esseuUal part of the Bunk- 
nipicy l a w .

Captain Wilson by sight, and he seemed to be per- 
tecUy sober. 
JOnN ROGERS SWORN. 
John Rogers icstlUed that he was engineer of the 
steamer Norwalk; shoriiy after they bad passed the 
Narrows heard one txdl, and shut off the steam im- 
nicdiaicly; saw the passengers rush to the stiirbo.'ird 
side oi the boat, thca came a terrible crash, and the 
engine stopped of Itself; looked out and saw the 
slue of Ihe Norwalk, all crnshed In; then went to tho 
flreroom to ascertain If she was making water; went 
to the englno room and saw the steam escape; told 
the passengers there was no danger; found a small 
leak aud tried to stop it. 
Tue luque.st was here adjourned until Monday. 
A libel has been filed agaiusi the schooner by the 
owners ot tho Norwalk. 


O B Z T U A & X . 


On Thursday last this venerable clUxen of New 
York died at Westerly, Rhode Island, whither he 
bad gone to recruit his health. There was no better 
known and more deservedly popular resident of this 
city than Mr. Uoxie. He was born la Rhode Island, 
on the 13th of August, 1795, bis father haring been a 
revolutlouary soldier. 
In 1811, when but a boy 
of sixteen years, he cane to New York, where 
he obtained a good edticaUon, 
Fof some time 
be kept a school In Wiiilam street, but, op- 
portnnliy 
offering, 
he 
engaged 
In 
a more 
lucraUve business and opened a clothing store, 
wjiich was located In Cherry street at first, and later 
In Malden lane. As a merchant he was very suc­ 
cessful, acquiring a handsome fortune. 
Mr. Hoxle 
was an old Une whig, and, after some years of pro­ 
minence in political Uie, first appeared as a candi­ 
date for office Ü1 1837, when he was elected clerk of 
this county. 
During tne Presidential campaign 
which ended In the election of fleneral Harrison he 
was conspicuous for tils advocacy of their claims, 
and b e ^ u e quite popular as au orator. Henry Olay, 
with whom he was on the most Intimate personal 
terms to the day.ot that statesman’s death, also re- 
oelved anenibusiastlo support from him. Mr.lHoxle 
ran lor Congress in 1862, but was beaten by Mr. 
Tweed. Befbre tnat time, and later, he ran several 
times for Congress, but was always defeated, his 
party being always la tbe minority. After ibedis- 
BoluUon 01 the whig party he joUied the reuubUcans, 
and In 1864 President Lincoln appoiute<l him OoUec- 
tor ol Internal Revenue In the Fifth «Usirict. the du- 
Ucs of which he performed creditably. Many years 
have passed since he retired from mercauUle pur­ 
suits. Of iaie bis atteuUuu has beeu directed to lire 
aad life Insurance. He aided in establishing the 
Cumouwealth Fire Insurance Company, aud iu 1868 
was elected preside ui of the Amicable Lue, a posi­ 
tion he held at the time of hi- death. 
Tbq private life of Mr. Hoxle was notably upright. 
Personally, he was one of the most genial of men. 
There was something luviUng m ins pleasant face. 
A fluent convéraailouallst, full of wit, quick at 
repartee, his society was always sought aud wel­ 
comed. Be has passed away at a ripe eld age, and 
with him went another link which binds the New 
York of to-aay to the New York of fifty years ago. In 
this city, where he was so widely known aad so nni- 
versaUy esteemed, and wherever dwells an uuquamt- 
anoe of his, the news of Uls deaUi wUl cause pro­ 
found sorrow.

THE END OF A SLAVE CATCHER. 


[From the Middletown (Md.) Transcript, An 
gust 15.] 
McCreary was a man of iron nerve and lion 
heart. Be had many adveutiires in Pennsylvania 
in arresting runaway slaves and mauy hairbreadth 
escapes. He was several times waylaid and fired 
upon by parties in ambush, and bad a desperate 
encounter at Chestnut Level with seven men, who 
undertook to arrest him iu tho barroom of th 
hotel at that place in tbe winter of 1862, we think 
it was. 
With his revolver and bowie knife h 
caused his assailants to beat a hasty retreat, hai 
ing cut the whiskers of tbe leader of the band by 
n ball fired through the bottom of a Windso 
cbair which the man held up between McCreary 
and himself, as he advanced to make the arrest. 
After the encounter McCreary thought it prudent 
to make a hasty retreat, which he did, lest tbe 
party might return reinforced. A requisition was 
at one time made for him by the Governor of 
Pennsylvania upon the Governor of Maryland, on 
the charge of kidnapping ; but an Investigation 
showed tbat the charge was groundless.

The protracted 
trial in Baltimore, which terminated in the release 
of two young girls, alleged to be slaves of Mrs. 
Scholield, of that city, whom he arrested in Chcs' 
ter county, was followed by a tragedy which ere 
ated great excitement at the time. A man named 
Miller, one of the witnesses to prove the girls 
free, had so compromised himself by acting in the 
interest of both parties that he hung himself at 
Htemmer’s rim to a tree, leaving tbe cars for th 
imrpose at night, while he was on his way hom 
rum Baltimore. It was alleged in Pennsylvania 
that a band of Baltimore roughs followed him 
seized him at Btoininer's run and committed tht 
feiil deed, it was also alleged that McCreary 
hung him, but tho truth of the matter was that 
the man was io terror of his neighbors, lest they 
should discover his true relation In the case which 
stirred up such an excitement iu his neighborhood 
Vie had this explanation of the affair from Mc- 
Creary’a own lips, aud have no reason to doubt 
its truth. 
In the latter part of his days be lived 
quiet and unobtrusive life, and was tor a number 
of years sexton of Trinity church, Elkton, the 
duties of which office he discharged much to the 
satisfaction of the vestry and congregation.

Earldom 
of Lovelace. 
After many

manoeuvres, this young man entered the works of 
Scott Unssell, tne well known builder of iron 
ships, and remained there for some time, working 
as an ordinary mechanic. 
It is stated that on one 
occasion, having received a check from his grand­ 
mother, Lady Noel Byron, drawn to the order of 
Viscount Ockham, he presented himself in Lis 
working clothes at tho bank, in London, to draw 
the mouey. On being informed by the paying 
teller that the paper was drawn to order, and 
needed his lordship’s endorsement, the rough 
mechanic, to the indignation of the clerk, seized a 
pen and scribbled ••Ockl»ra” on the back of the 
draft.

A CURIODS HABEAS CORPUS CASE. 


Alleged R estraint of a t* d y la a Convent. 
[From tne St. Loms RcpubUcan. August 17.) 
Yesterday afternoon Judge Wolff, of tne Court of 
Criminal Correction, granted Mr. A. 0. Kellam, attor- 
nej, a writ of habeas corpus against the Convent of 
tne Good Shepherd, Mother Mary, superior. This re­ 
ligious esiubllshmeut is located on Heventccniii 
street, between Pine and Chestnut, aud occupies half 
a block. It 18 conducted as a private Instituilon, and 
Is frequently used as a homo for refractory girls who 
will not conform to the ordinary customs of soeiciy 
aud recognized Ideas of virtue. Here they are kept 
secluded lYom tne world and subjected to the reior- 
matory influences of religious example and teaching. 
In the present case, It ts alleged In tlie petltioir th-at 
Blanche O. Llngcoln, a married woman, over twen­ 
ty-one years of age, is unlawfully restrained of 
her liberty. Tho particulars are represented as 
follows :-Tlio lady, who Is said to be both iHjautlfuj 
and aci ompllsUed, has beeu. It is alleged, deserted 
by her husband alter having been unkindly treated. 
As she appeared disposed to be reckless, her friends 
consulted together and It was decided that If she 
could be scut into seclusion for a time It would bo 
greatly to her advantage. In accordance with this 
opinion Mr. Benjamin Jewell, one of tho lady’s rela­ 
tions, made tne necessary arrangements, and on tho 
16IÜ of May, 1870, she was received Into the convenL 
her Xioard being paid in advance to the 1st of 
Aiignst, at the rate of $30 a month.

Monday as follows: 


Yesterday we thought ourselves shut up here and 
all chance of sending letters gone, for we got nothing 
even from Parts. But this m orning I bear a post will 
■tart for the capital, and 1 take my chance of your get­ 
tin g w hat 1 am able to tell from the Inside of a 
tow n w hich Is surrounded by armies, whether 
French or Pm sslan does not m uch m atter so far as 
new s la concerned. 
At eleven o’clock on Sunday Marshal Bazalne ef­ 
fected a grand reconnoissance with one division of 
Badm iranit’s corps. At two P . M. a batUe com­ 
menced on the right at Bomy. 
Until four It was of 
no great Importance. Then tbe Fourth Army Corps, 
forming the first line of battle, accomplished a m a­ 
noeuvre Intended to deceive the Prussians Into the 
belief that It was retreating. 
This was at a quarter past four P. M. 
Tbe Prussians fell Into tbe trap, rushed forward 
and attacked with snrpnalng vigor. 
Then the Fonrth corps, whose retreat to the left 
was a mere feint, fell at once on the enemy’s flank, 
While Mac'Mahon, on the right, attacked aunul- 
laoeonsly. 
The Prussian attack In the m eantlm ti had been 
developed In great force on the French centre. Tlie 
m ovem ents on both sides were elfected with singu­ 
lar precision, and the whole spectacle was like a 
Kview at Chalons. 
The Prussians advanced In close column against 
the French line, which their artillety, splendidly 
served as It was, had vainly attem pted to shake. 
The French ofilcers considered th at the Prussian 
Infantry was relatively Inferior to their artillery. 
The needle gun Is heavy and appears to incommode 
them much when climbing a height or movmg rapidly

Y ear after y ear they tram p 
along the sam e w eary roads, from Bagdad to 
Hamaotm, from Aleppo to Mosul, or pcrlm p# even 
to C onstantinople, w alking generally tw en ty or 
tweuty-liva miles a day, b reak iastiu g ou a few 
cakes of b read, w arm ed over a lire of dried cow- 
dm ig, an d dining upon a dish of boiled rice.

pay is very sm all. 
From Bagdad to M osul, three 
hundred miles, or tw elve days’ jo u rn ey , you eau 
hire three m ules aud a driver for tw en ty dollars, 
the m uleteer feeding him self and his anim aU .

perhaps, therefore, only n atu ral th at hi# scent for 
backsbeesh should be kcon, and th a t he should 
now and then p erp etra te a little mild cheating.

Form erly all the B aro¡tean trad e with 
B agdad w as done by caravana to A leppo and 
D am ascu s; single caravans of five o r six thou­ 
sand cam el», u u le t and horM #, w ith an esco rt of 
200 m en, were n o t uncom ioeu, 
But now tho 
g reater p art of this com m erce is dono by the 
steam ship lines to Buseorab, and the enravans 
have dwindled down to com paratively contem pti­ 
ble proportions. 
It D estim ated th at 1,000 mules 
or 700 cam els are required to tran.-^port tho cargo 
of a vessel of 600 too#. 
Packing a t length fini»hed, the m ulee fell into 
line, the travellers m ount and take their place a t 
th e head of the caravan, th e soM iere jum p into 
tue saddle and th e day’s journey begins.

A nd thero arc dilfitrent vavicUci 
of hours.

P erh ap s th e O riental calm aud patience and 
Taiznese w U ch all tcavellera hav e rem ark ed , is 
ow ing chiefly to the O riental m ode of travotllng. 
D uring th© w inter a d ay ’s jo u rn ey is necessarily 
fixed, not by th e cap acity of th e anim als, b u t by 
the village n ea rest t« w h at o u ght to be a d ay 's 
journey. 
P rom Bagthtd to M osul, for instance, ft 
Bometknea happens th a t in a dietaoce of fifty mils# 
yo u will only p ass a single village. 
T hat village

OEMBRAL PKATttRBfl OK THE COF.XTRV. 
I t Is Hcarc''ly w orth while to give the nam es of 
the villages through which wo paseed until we 
reached K crkook, a distance of 2(» miles from 
B agdad. Tho whole intervening country betw een 
these tw o points is alm ost destitute of inhabitauts, 
and such of the people as are left seam to have no 
h e a rt either to till th e ground o r w ork in any 
o ther m anner. 
Bad governm ent h as reduced this 
fertile and once densely peopled region into a 
desolate w ilderness. 
T here are plenty of people, 
how ever, iu the high chain of m ountains th a t di­ 
vides Turkey from Persia who would be only too 
glad to descend into the m ore fertile plain if they 
could be sure of being well treated . All the p re­ 
sen t inhabiteut# of this region uam e from those 
sam e nioiintains. 
In fact the whole country from 
Bagdad to Orfo has been settled by their hardy 
cbihlren. 
They are called K oords, and are m ar­ 
kedly different from tho Turks and th e A rabs. 
H igh cheek bones; a long, narrow head; an oval 
focc, flrtn chin aud month; a tall, innscnlar fram e— 
these are the chiet phyKical characteristics o f the 
K oord.

snores or In distant seas. In battle or in perilous 
explorations of foreign seas or unSnown lands Jact 
has ever displayed bravery, fortitude under the most 
trying circumstances, skill and an esprit de corps 
that nothing could weaken, or destroy. The Ameri- 
can sailor rants with the best In the world.

Few who have not 


served in one capacity or aaother in the 'naval eer- 
vive really know where Jacs comes from, how his 
services are obtained, what manner of life he leads 
and how he Is taten care of by his generous Uncle 
Sam. An article giving detailed information on all 
these'polnts would rapldiy swell to the volume of a 
boot and require more space than we can afford to 
devote to the subject. In what we have to say of 
our blue jackets to-day we shall confine ourselves to 
the salient points of his life, which are all tnat our 
readers will require. 


ODB STRENGTH AFLOAT. 


The number of seamen now allowed by Congress 


to man our ships of war, which are to watch over 
and care ror our interests in foreign lands, Is only 
S.SOO. The vessels in our navy now number 
184— 


cruisers, iron-dads, tues, ime-of-battle ships and 
torpedo crafts. Out of this force the government 
keeps at sea only thirty-nine vessels, with the 
greatest difficulty, In consequence of the lacfc of 
men. A force of 50,000 seamen would be required 
10 man all our efficient embers in times of need. 
Fortunately, just now we are free from serious com- 
plications willi foreign nations and can get on re- 
specrably with the little force we can keep at sea 
notwithstanding the shabby appropriations of a 
Bhort-siuhted Congress. 


HOW BAILORS AKB ENMSTHD. 


Our sailors are eulistea as seamen, ordinary sea- 


men, 
landsmen and boys, and there Is an additional 


class which does duty aa firemen, coalheavers, 
boilermaKing and machinists—the latter practically 
acting aa assistant engineers, although enlisted men. 
Jost now recruiting Is rather lively, and a good class 
of men are entering the service. These are gene- 
rally brought to tho recruiting rendezvous by out- 
siders, boarding house keepers and the like, who 
manage to obtain the ready cash advanced to Jack 
"when he possess muster and enllsts^on account of 
board, or frequently because tne applicant, Ignorant 
ef the matter, agrees to pay the outsider a

of a middle man, who always seizes upon, tne ad- 
vance money and pockets it for his own uae. Most 
sailors come into the service with the aid of the mid- 
dle man, and pay expensively for his assistance. 
Tnia will always be so until JacK changes his contld- 
Ing nature, at wiilch time -we shall, doubtless, not 
require his tei vices. 
In order to enlist JacR must first go ro a recruit - 
Ing ollice, make known his intentions to tlie recuut- 
iug officer, aud designate tho rate under which Ue 
wlsnea to enlist—either as scj.man, ordinary sea- 
Hun, laiidsmun or boy, or.13 Qremau, &c. lie is tiien. 
placed in the uanda or «. boatswain, who examines 
aim, if he professes to be a seamuu, on the iinpoi t- 
aot points or lus knowledge of snamanslup, aud if 
gatiaiactory he Is accepted ior whatever luie he as- 
pires EO. Then a surgical examination takes place, 
uiid if the applicant undergoes this and proves that 
lie is sound and ingood health, physically capable or 
eadurlne the fatigue and performing the duties of 
his rate, he Is conditionally accepted, but mast un- 
dergo a second examination by me senior surgeon,* 
who must confirm tuo report of the junior before tho 
applicant la finally passed.

By this description he is ever afterward 
known, and It is recorded ou the ship's books, wnen 
he is entered upon the ship's books he is paid three 
months' wages ui advance, which ne partially ex- 
pends m purchasing his ontnt, furnished by the 
government, through the paymaster, at cost price. 


THE OUTFIT 


for every enlisted man in the navy consists of the 
jllowmg articles, which he purchases and receipts 
for to the paymasier:—One peajacker, two pairs 
blue satinet trowsers. two flannel overshlrts, two 
woollen undershirts, two pairs TV oollen drawers, one 
pair shoes, two pairs woollen socks, one mattiess, 
one pair blankets, one seamless cap, one buck slue 
handkerchief, one iplug tobacco, one bar soap, one 
lacKknire, one scrubbing brutsh, one shoebrush, one 
boXiblacUng, one comb.one pot, pan and spoon; tape, 
needles and cotton thread. la summer the coat of <m 
outn t runs from forey-tnree to forty-five dollars. In 
ths winter it runs from fifty-five to sixty dollars. If 
the sailor has an outnX already lie need not purchase 
a new one, and lus advance is paid in cash. What- 
ever is purcnased is deducted irom his advance and 
charged to his account on, the books. When a sea- 
man draws an outfit his cash advance 13 generally 
about thirty-five dollars, and about twenty dollars 
10 a landsman, 'llus money la generally taken by 
boardmg house keepers and mldale men and rarely • 
rests long in the pocket of an, Improvident jack. 
Upon being entered on the ship's books the enlisted 
man is given a number, which he retains as long as 
he rcinams in tne ship, and His clotiies, mattress. 
hammock, Ac., aie marked with thib number. 


TEE PAY OP EMJSrED MBN 
varies according to the ratiatf. First class se.\men 
receive twenty dollars per jaoutn; ordinary seamen, 
sixteen dollars, aud landsmen'ten dollars. Boys, 
i:rst, seond and third Ciass, receive ten, nine ana 
eight dollars per mouth, lesneclively. Hated men 
receive as machinists, who must bo competent to 
tflice cliai-jte of the engines ot a ship, flftj-elzht dol- 
Ursper momh. Boilermakers, lortydollars. The 
yeoman of a first class ship gets forty-live dollar.-;; 
Hie paymaster's yeoman, who has immediate 
vharse of the ship's ttoros, such as dom- 
ing, 
provisions, 
&c., and - who sees them 
issued 10 tlie men, received in a tlrst cl.iss sniu 
i760 » jeir, which is tne. highest pay given 
to any petty officer m the service. The captains of 
the tops are paid twenty-five dollars and the carpen- 
tei's mate uiiriy dollars a month; tne master-at- 
mma, or tuo chief of the police ol tne ship, nas lorty 
dollars a montn on vcsacia of the flrst clasa, aud 
tinny-live dollars or thirty dollars on vessels of the 
second and lowest classes. The fine old cnlel boat- 
swain's mate, which shakes the ship irom keel 10 
truck by his bellowing and who pipes his silver whis- 
tle ilgnt merriiy, Is icwarded at the rate of thirty 
c.ollai a month ior all hla noisy lanora. The petty 
oVicers generally receive from twenty-two to flfiy-ttve 
dollars a month; a master of ihe baud, wnich Is only 
•mowed U) a Commander-in-chief of a fleet, receives 
onlr iifty dollars a month ror his musical abilities. 
Bonieiinies not at all Indifferent, while musicians of 
ihe Hist and second class are paid respectively tlurtj - 
live and thirty dollars a month, walc'i Is about all 
thev are zenerally worth. That valuable ftnd highly 
imiiorunt man. Hie steward to a comnmndcr-iu- 


chlef, gets forty dollars a month; bat this is gene- 
rally increased by that officer if &e exhibits artistic 
powers. Tbe dignified cook to tue highest person- 
age afloat la aatlsfied with tbirty-flve dollars a 
month with perquisites, ana Insists upon plenty of 
swinging room about the galley. 
The crack cox- 
swain of the Commander-in-chief's barge, who is 
generally the swell Jack of the flagship, gets thirty 
dollars a mouth and plenty of shore experience, 
and la therefore a jaunty tar, the envy of all bis 
comrades. The navy pays the schoolmaster very 
Ehabblly. His highest par la thirty-five dollars per 
month, which is low enough. 
It will thus be seen that American sailors have 
little to complain of In the way ol insufficient re- 
muneration. No seamen iu tuenorld receive half 
tbe pay, and a great majority of foreign sailors 
scarcely net one-flf th of the amount which our Jack 
tan) grow neb on in long cruises. As Jack's pay is 
excellent aud his clothes are good we must see what 
he feeds npon to enable us to say whether lie ought 
to be a confirmed growler or a happy dog. 


JACK'S BILL OF FAKE. 
Tbe rations allowed to seamen in the naval 
service 
of the United States are equal to, 


If 
not better than, those supplied by any 
other nation to its marine in quantity, quality and 
variety. Our commissariat for the sea as well a$ 
the laud forces is unequalled. The English nation 
is the only one that at all compares with that sup- 
plied to our sailors and soldiers. The French, Ger- 
man, Spanish or Russian nation would not b e tole- 
rated by our tmen, who have too long enjoyed the 
comforts ot a well spread mess to willingly accept 
any inferior grub. 
The r nous issued weekly to the enlisted men on 
board ship are biscuit (hard tack) dail>, salt beef 
twiee a weeK, pors three times a week, preserved 
meat twice, flour twice for dun™ and pot pies (If tne 
ship's cook Is an artist), rice once a week, dried 
fruit (such as apples, prunes, Ac.) twice, mixed 
pickles twice, sugar (light brown) daily, tea and 
conee dally, butter twice a week, desiccated pota- 
toes twice, beans for soup three times, molasses 
once and vinegar once a week. 
The allowance in 
quantity is more than any ordinary eater caa 
descatcb, ana a great majority 01 tne consumers are 
satisfied with tiiree-fl.uarters ef the ration. In order 
to 
enable 
tlie messes 
to 
purchase 
Jttie 
luxuries 
occasionally 
they 
are 
allowed to 
stop one out of every flve rations for the 
benefit 
ol 
the 
mess 
and 
to 
commute 
itfor money at thirty cents the ration, which 13 tae 
true va>ue. With this money, which rapialy accu- 
mulates on a cruise, the messes are able to buy 
when in port fresh bread, potatoes, vegetables of 
all kinds, milk, chickens, tmkeys, piea, &c., for 
fete days, when aU hands have a general blow out. 
Occasionally in foreign ports the cniels of the mess 
purchase a cask of wine or cider lor holiday con- 
sumption or when Jack gives a spread to some of 
his irlends on a foreign smn-of-war. In addition to 
tais fund there 15 another called the "slustt tend,"

The apparatus for cooking is ol the most approved 
kind, and the snip's cooks are always capable ana 
painstaldug, as no lUsh is allowed to be served out 
to the men without first being inspected, tasted and 
approved by the officer of the deck at the mast.

THE MAKINES ANJ) THEIB QVARTBBS. 
We should not complete our sketch of the naval 
departments connecied witu the BrooKlyn Navy 
Yarddld'weomittomentlou a corps of men who 
are at home at sea or on shore, and who, in the pro- 
vince of theu- duties, are invaluable to the naval 
service of the United States. We allude, of course, 
to the marine corps ot the navy. Near the Navy 
Yard, on i'lusniog avenue, are the barracks of the 
garrison of this station, it is well wortn a visit, it 
)s Kept up and controlled witi the same scrupulous 
caie that controls the posts of our regular army. 
Indeed, 
the regulations of tue army -obtain 
while marines are asnore. 
The same high 
state 
of drill, the 
same 
esprit 
ae 
corps 
and the same soldierly atmosphere are observed in a 
garrison of inariues that are seen in an army post. 
TUe marines are equally as good soldiers lor duties 
on shore, aud m addition to this they know how to 
act as sailors afioat. They aie thus called upon to 
combine tlie best qualities of hoih branches of the 
national service, and und<T tie intelligent, experi- 
enced and thoroughly competent bouy ot officers 
commanding the corps it responds to every demand 
made upon it with huelity aud zeal. 
The macine corps is now only about 2,000 strong. 
of wmch nearly 1,700 are at sea, leaving not enough 
men to perform the ordinary police duties expected 
of them. Five hundred men ought to be enlisted, 
but Secretary Eooeson oaposeslt, and proposes to 
send all the men to sea If necessary, and shut the 
Kavy Yard gates, if some other means cannot be 
found out to maintain a proper guard, i'his cannot be 
regarded as true economy, since it costs the govern- 
ment only twenty-eight dollars per month to maintain 
a private la the marine corps, while private watch- 
men receive sixiy or more dollars pay a month, 
raore than euouzli to mainiuin two marines. How- 
ever, we are not about to discuss the question at 
this time. 
The marine barracks in Brooklyn will furnish 
auarters for 500 men with the greatest comfort, and 
in. an emergency 1,00;) can be stowed away with 
tolerable ease. Just now there are only 153 officers 
aud men at the post. The barracks is a lonn build- 
ing 01 two stories In height, facing tae parade 
ground, the lower story being devoted to the bakery, 
kitchen, laundry, messroom, storerooms, library, 
and at one end a prison for the confinement of 
prisoners. The upper story 13 the sleeDlng quarters 
ot the men, formated wltn iron bunks and shelves 
for 
tue men's clothes. It is well ventilated 
and 
lighted, 
and 
has 
two 
large stoves 


"to maintain 
the temperature at 
a 
proper 
point 
in

winter. 
Flanking the parade 
ground on the street aie two houses, oTIe ii!e resi- 
dence of the commandant, Brevet Lieutenant Colgi 
nel John L. Broome. and the other the auarters of 
the 4Si££r5.0l|&gpoBts-TB(5E!roi TESuT'Sie well con- 
structed, weil ah-agned and roomy. The o|B<;er9 
have three rooms each, en suite, with 5'geparate 
Kitchen ana room for servants. They are comfort 
auly furnished and are in every way pleasant. The

privates in the Marine corps is 
coverned by that of the army. 
The same 
laws are enforced while on snore. 
At sea, 
ol course, 
the general laws governing the 
navv aoply. 
The rations are much liKe tho=e 
issued to ceaineu, only they are allowed fresh beef 
more irequeatly, and taere is a slight change In the 
allowance of minor articles of the ration. 
At sea 
they live as the sailors do, only they have their own 
messes. At sea they act as the police of the ship, and 
when all hands arc called pull ou a rope with Jack. 
They are a line body of men and a corps that is 
very popular, no difficulty being ordinarily experi- 
enced, m keeping tue corps lull by enlistments ol a 
good class of men.

DEAK SIB— We, tlie undersigned. In reply to yonr 
note of this date, have tUe pleasure to inrorm sou, 
as we did lu our verbal report ot list evening, that 
the following is substantially wliat occurred in our 
negotiations with Meos,rd. Carrington and Joseph W. 
Young respecting tne proposed discussion between. 
Prolesbor Orson Pratt and yourself. In pursuance 
of our appointment to conduct tlie matter on your 
part we were present ac tue time and place desig- 
nated, where we met Messrs. Carnugtou and Young 
on the part of prole&sor Pratt, lu order to expedite 
tue business we had prepared memoranda on sncu 
points as apyejjred to us to be pertinent in tko 
premises. These were variously discussed durlnc 
a session, of tw o hour"!, wlien, coming to no conclu- 
sion, we adjourned to meet the uezt day at tea 
o'clock. At that hour we juet and continued in ses 
slon ior two tioura longer, theu adjourning to meet 
at two o'clock:, at wbicn hour we met for tne talra 
time, holding a session which lasted till about half- 
past five o'clock. During ail tnese hours we labored 
earnestly to ^ecure conditions as nearly equal to 
both parties as tuc nature of the case would 
permit.

At last It appeared ttiac we were 
approaching agreement on almost every necessary 
stipulation.

tants. with tfte consequent advantage or aisadvan- 
' tago to each o! tliom. This nas a matter of much 
perplexity on both, sides. We, on our part, niodi- 
iftea our original proposition in. vjrlons ways, 
changing Urst from ihieu liouia to two. and men 
from two to one, and endeavoring in tne moat frauS 
nad open jnauutsr to sees as fair a division of tne 
advantages to each disputant as the c&>e would per- 
mit. At last it was suggested by iiessra. Carrington 
and Young, as th« fnenaa of Ptoicosor Pratt, that 
there should be six evening serious, oil as many 
buccessive days, in tne old Tabernacle— the affirma- 
tive to speaK one hour tne ilrat, third and nfm eve- 
nings, and the negative the same time on the sec- 
ond. iourth nnd bixtli evenings. T nls proposition 
was unwelcome to us ior the reason, among others, 
that it would necessarily so much protract your 
stay la the citv. We therefore requested tne privi- 
lege or consulting you upon, that point Before we 
would give our ilnal assent, on being first ap- 
proacuea witn it vou expressed dissent, but on fur- 
tuer reflection you yielded, saying to tne effect, 
'•Urine the discussion, if possible, -\nttun the limits 
of four day:,; but if the otlier parties will not do this 
tnea tase taeir ultimatum." Acting on this advice, 
we speedily readied a conclusion, ay assenting to 
tneir proposition. After which, upon the suggestion 
of Mr. Young, tlie length of each session was ex- 
tended to one and a naif hour instead of one hour, 
as at nrst proposed. All being then unanimously 
agreed upon. It only remained to nave two perfect 
copies 01 toe stipulations made and signed in fall, 
one for each disputant, pending vralcu tue confer- 
ence adjourned to meet at the same place at seven 
o'clock P. M., when it was agreed tnat the articles 
for debate should ou signed and delivered. In pur- 
suance or this agreement tue undersigned were pre- 
sent at the hour designated, ana oil ascertaining 
! that the documents were correct as to all tbe points 
t mutually agreed upon, inej promptly signed them, 


Mr. Carrington alone of ttte other party was pre- 
sent, and did not siirn tha paper, as his colleague 
was not present. We then waited lor about one and 
a nail hour. ilr. Toung not then appearing wa 
took a recess for an hour. During tills time Mr. 
Young appeared. Tne articles were read in the pre- 
sence of each, gentleman, and all agreed thac they 
were correct But instead of proceeding to sign 
them Mr. Young then produced a paper which lie 
aala we might regard as Professor Pratt's ultima- 
tum; pat aa we considered on oar part that we had 
already discussed and disposed of its subject matter 
after a brief consultation as to our dnty as your 
friends we Informed Messrs. Carrington and Young 
that wa had exhausted our powers of negotiation, 
and that all that remained torus now to do was to 
report to our principal our endeavors, with their re- 
sult, and to place in bis hands one of the copies ot 
(he articles widen we had signed, while 'we deliv- 
ered tha other copy 10 them, Messrs. Carringtou and 
Young. Consenting also at tneir suggestion to de- 
liver to yon the,- written ultimatum of Professor 
Pratt, we toot leave of those gentlemen ana imme- 
diately proceeded to present you witu the docu- 
ments »nd our verbal reports. All of which wo 
affirm to be » true statement of the case so far as we 
know ana beueve.

Pratt's representatives, to 
faiwtlietr promise of signing the articles of agree- 
ment, tbe responsibility Is not with you,but with them 
Permit me, however, to express my sense of oisap- 
polntment at the result and at the course pursued 
oy the other side in so grave a matter. But let me 
once more review the facts. When it was denied 
that 1 bad been challenged and there la abundant 
proof that I had been, I then challenged Brigham. 
I'ouug. the head or the Mormon Church. He declined. 
I ttien sent a letter to Orson Pratt, the reputed con- 
trovcrsalist of tbe same church, making Enghara 
Tomift tne bearer of my letter.

They again objected, but sent me an ultima- 
tum which provided for six sessions; that the af- 
Urniatlve should occupy cue hour on the first, third 
and nftu evenings, and that ihe negative should oc- 
cupy the same time on tne second, worth, and sixth 
evenings. I accented tills taeir ultimatum, and sup- 
po^ea Hie arrangements complete, as Mr. Prate's 
representatives had agreed to all the conditions.

A 
case in point came up before Commissioner Bos- 
worth, yesterday that will result; in the dismissal ol 
one of the worst men on. tbe grand roundsmen 
squads. 


Grand roundsman Leon A. Nones, of Squad No. I, 


was charged by Superintendent Jourdan, with, viola- 
tion of rules, in that ne sat in conversation with fe- 
males and loitered In front of 231 Centre street from, 
quarter to nine to quarter- past eleven I*. M. on ths 
sell Inst—two and a half boors. Officer Patrick: 
Kennedy, of the Kourtesuth, testified mat be saw 
Nones in the doorway of 231 Centre street, at fifteen: 
minutes after eight o'clock: with a woman; be saw 
him in tbe same spot at-very brief intervals np to 
fifteen minutes after eleven; be only left once and! 
tnen to enter Hughes' liquor store, comer of Grand,' 
and Centre streets. Officer lloriarty, of the same pre- 
cinct, testified that henrei saw Nones in tne-ballway 
at quarter to nine, and be saw bun there each tuna 
he passed up and down bis post, until a quarter past; 
eleven, when he left; At no time in these two boors 
and a, naif was he out of witness' sight more than 
six minutes, except when he entered alujuorstore., 
Jacob Hickman, of No. 6 Centre HsriietDlsce, swora 
that he saw Nones sit la conversation with, the; 
women for over two hours, and lie never moved ex- 
cept to go to Hughes' liquor store. 
John Hurray, of No. 171 Mott street, declared; 
under oath that he timed him. In tbe company of 
three women for one hour and forty minutes; the 
lemaies were respectable parties; be saw Nones 
adjourn to Hugbes' liquor store for refreshments. 
E. Kobler, of 229 Centre street, saw htm sitting In 
the hallway between nine and eleven, as short inter- 
vals. Kones admitted that be was there one and: 
three-quarter hours in conversation witb tbe females, 
who were -respectable friends of his. He declared- 
that ne believed tbe charges hacT been made against; 
him because he made a charge against a man who 
had a wife and four children. The evidence waa re- 
ferred to the lull Board for judgment. 
Another case of a similar character Tvaa that of 


officer John H. Knneny, of the Ptrat precinct, who 
was chargtd t>y roundsman,. McGloln- witu. being on?

Bazaine fights desperately, and is not easy 


to crush. Sucb combats as those of Monday 
and Tuesday seem to assure us that the French 
army has not lost heart, and wherever there 
is an army of nearly two hundred thousand 
men, of good morale, handled intelligently, it 
is not safe to reason on conquest as one 
might in their absence. As to the immediate 
seiznre of Paris, therefore, that is counted 
upon in Berlin, there may still be doubts, and 
the situation is by no means without a possi- 
bility that would be damagiag to the glory of 
the Prussian Princes. If'for a moment we 
compare the present disastrous position of the 
French with the position of the Prussians ia 
the Jena campaign, we see what may convince 
us that bad as the French situation is it could 
be infinitely worse if the Prussians Bad not 
confronted a stubbornly fighting army at every 
encounter. By the First Napoleon the Prussians 
were beaten in o'ne great battle, and their 
capital fell into his hands, while some minor 
combats gave him possession of the whole 
country in an astonishingly short time. But 
in the present war the Prussians beat the 


tu* embourg. But it appears that between this 
force and tho force in Metz, Steinmetz and 
Frederick Charles have ttieir hands full, and we 
cannot yet believe that there is any whisper of 
capitulation in th'e lines of any of these French 
••orps. The Prussians themselves, perhaps, 
have felt the effect of all this fighting. They 
win stU, but they do not put the same over- 
whelming forces at the points of contact that 
wo noted earlier in tha campaign. They have 
withdrawn from in front of Strasbourg and 
Piialsbourg to cover their communications; 
for though the Prussian soldiers can and do 
live on the country tbe needle gun also must 
be fed, and simple powder and ball will not 
feed it. Its cooked food must come from the 
Prussian depots, and must come on a long 
line through a hosfile country. We ought to 
hear pretty soon that the Prussians are"aliort 
of ammunition if the French are as vigilant for 
all the possibilities as they should be. If 
helped by such a coatiageucy Bazaiae still 
eniertaias Steiametz and Priace Charles, 
MdcMahonand Trocha, with the reserves, may 
be equal to the Crown Prince. 


Naturally the many successes of the Prus- 


sians make peace possible, and we even hear 
of terms proposed. Peaue may be made, and 
doubtless the person just now most ready to 
make it is the Emperor Napoleon. But it 
would be a humiliating peace, and France 
would repudiate it and its maker. The Em- 
peror might make a peace to save his throne, 
but France would regard it as the sacrifice of 
her honor. 


Tae Pope as Arbiter of Peace. 


The Trace of God, so styled In the ancient 


chronicles under the Latin term otTrmga Dei, 
and identifying the first of these words with the 
German expression treue, meaning fidelity, 
was an early attempt of the Church to mitigate 
and control the animosities of almost barbarous 
ages. It was first proclaimed by the bishops 
of Aquitaine (now part of France) just after 
the terrible famines which had scourged the 
land for nearly five years, until the close of 
1030. It prohibited all overt acts in any pri- 
vate quarrels throughout the season of Ad- 
vent, Lent, and the great holidays of the year, 
embracing, also, the lapse of time from every 
Thursdayjmtil _everyj3nnday evening.

ing the specified period n"o""act of vIoTeuce was 
tolerated, under penalty of the severest chas- 
tisement. The good prelates had originally 
proclaimed universal peace, bnt found it utterly 
impossible to maintain it in those rude days, 
and hence were compelled to set apart certain 
subdivisions of time. About the middle of the 
eleventh century they extended the period of 
truce from Wednesday sunset until Monday 
sunrise. However, it was nearly one hundred 
years later when the noble idea of a general 
pacification was formalized by the Pope 
Calixtus IT., who, at the Council of Rheims, in 
1136, denounced war in the most solemn lan- 
guage, and consigned all violators of the-gene- 
ral peace throughout Christendom to the 
excommunication of the Church, with total 
deprivation of Christian burial.

French at Wissembourg, at Forbach, at Frosch- 
weilerandWoerth, and have been compelled 
to beat them again at Metz and Mars la Tour, 
while the seizure of Paris is a fact stm. per- 
haps, beyond other battles. 


The battle at Mars la Tour, fought on Tues- 


day, the 16th, was a continuation of the fight 
of Monday. It will be remembered that the 
Prussians fought the French on Sunday to the 
south of Metz, near Pagny. 
The Prussian 


advance reached that point with the purpose of 
crossing the Mosefle, to cut the French line of 
retreat west of the river, and encountered there 
a French force, posted, perhaps, to cover the 
crossing. 
They walked into this force at ouce, 


but Bazaine, perceiving that this Prussian corps 
had much outmarched what was behind, j 
attempted to destroy it -with overwhelming 
force, and thus brought on a general action^ 
the other German corps being rushed forward 
at sound of the firing. From this fight the 
French troops were withdrawn into the works 
at Metz, and the Prussians, following up to 
the works, lost heavily by the fire of the 
fortress. 
That night Bazaine hurried his 


troops across the river, bjt the Prussian army 
had also been hurried over, and at daylicht 
they were on the flank of the French, as the 
latter wefe on the march from Metz to Verdun. 
With the enemy on his flank Bazaine was com- 
pelled to face about and fight, and tlms oc- 
curred the battle of Monday near Gr.iveioife. 
Marshal L'Admirault had that day the ertrcine 
right of tbe French and drove the Prussians 
that were in front of him, holding at night the 
ground the Prussians had held in the morning; 
but at the other extremity of the line the 
French fortunes were not so happy, for a 
Prussian force-acems (o have wedged itself 
between the French left and Metz, thus cutting 
off whatever troops had not already crossed 
the river, and apparently shutting tbcm uj> in 
the fortress. Some despatches from London 
tell us that tho fotce thus shui up ia Metz is 
the "main body'" of tiie French arm/, bnt if 
this is true the "detachment" that is cut off is 
a very effective one. 


The French soldiers bivouacked at Grave- 


Jotle on Monday nigbt and leanmcd tlicu- 
march towards Verdun oa Tuesday, sending 
their wounded before them into Etain, not far 
from Verdun. They had gone as far" as "ifart 
la Tonr, about one-third the way from Meiz 
to Verdun, and as far from Gravolotte as 
Gravelotte is from Metz, when they were again 
obliged to form the line of battle and face their i 
enemy. It would appear that they weie thus j 
overtaken by the Prussian cavalry which was j 
engaged by the French -cavalry, and a bril- 
liant collision of this arm figures in the | 
despatches. By the report from Bazaine the 
line of battle was engaged at four P. 31., and 
the fight was continued with desperate tenacity 
while daylight lasted. It resulted in ""turning 
the French right completely and thus pushing 
Bazaine from his line of retreat. Indeed, he 
must have been driven some miles from his 
first line of battle; for his wounded from this 
fight were sent into Briay, which is off hid line 
of retreat and nearer to Metz than Mars la 
Tour is. Moreover, there is a discrepancy in 
the reports of the scene of this day's battle 
which can only be reconciled by the supposi- 
tion that the battle began at one of the 
places reported 
and ended at the other. 


Bazaine himself reports this fighting as between 
Spincourt 
and Tttionville. 
ThionviUe is 


directly north of Metz,' aboat twenty miles 
away, and Spinconrt is about equally far 
north with ThionviUe and thirty miles io the 
west of it 
Parallel with the road from Metz 


to Verdun and to the north of it there is a 


Ivvpnision of Germans from France. 
A London telegram of yesterday says that 


the collective note of Austria and England 
dissuading France from expelling German 
residents has been ineffectual. 
Now the 


right of a government in time of war to 
expel from its territory the subjects of a for- 
eign and hostile government is unquestionable. 
When those subjects are so numerous and so 
influential as to be dangerous to the govern- 
ment the hospitality of which they have en- 
joyed their expulsion may be a necessity. 
The protection of the German residents in 
France devolves during the war upon the diplo- 
matic agents of the United States. 
Bnt these 


agents cannot now interfere more authorita- 
tively to prevent the expulsion of the Germans 
than could the Prussian diplomatic agents in 
time of peace. 
When, however, it is remem- 


bered that the number of German subjects in 
France is estimated at two millions, of whom 
tv7o hundred thousand reside in Paris alone, 
and, moreover, that the majority of this large 
German colony consists of skilled workmen and 
active merchants, who have added incalculably 
io the wealth of their adop<ed country, our 
diplomatic agents in France might well repre- 
sent to the imperial government that their ex- 
pulsion may prove not only a hardship to its 
victims, but also almost as serious an evil to 
France as the expulsion of the Huguenots by 
tbe edict of Nantes. The right of the French 
government to expel the Germans cannot be 
contested. Their expnUion may even seem to 
be a painful necessity. 
But it nevertheless 


does not look like good policy. We are, there- 
lore, glad to learn that official assurances 
have been received at Washington contradict- 
ing the rumor of an imperial order indiscrimi- 
nately expelling the Germans domiciled at 
Paris. Tbe angry demand of Paul dc Cas- 
sagnae that so cniel a in-asure should be 
adopted found no echo. It is true, however, 
fiat about one hundred and fifty Prussians 
have been invited to leave Paris on account of 
having made hostile demonstrations against 
France. The strict orders of tbe landwelir 
had already recalled fifteen _lmndrcd_o_f_the 
pijrtit-thousand riussians residing in ParisT 
Two thousand of these are said to have ap- 
plied at oace for r.atui alization papers, as well 
as for the (penm'-s de sejour) permits to re- 
main, which an ord<"r of the Prefect of Police, 
dated August 4, had required tbe natives of 
Prassia, ol tbe countries of tbe Confederation 
of the North, of Bavaria, of Wurlpmburg, of 
•he Grand Dachy of Hesse, and of the Grand 
Duchy of Baden, to obtain within three days. 
Afier that delay they were to be liable tq 
arrest and expulsion.

fairs in Europe, ia consequence of the war 
United States securities rise in European 
narkets. The tmUi is, both capitalists and 
be people wio liave any money to invest,

debt, but that really there arc no securities 
safer, if as safe, as ours. WLile other nations 
can scarcely make both ends meet, while thev 
have little or no prospect ol paying their debts, 
and while every extraordinary strain upon 
their finances adds to their indebtedness, this 
country is paying off its debt at the rate of a 
hundred millions and upward a year. In fact 
our debt, large as the figures are, is compara- 
tively a bagatelle when compared with the vast 
resources and wonderful growth of the coun- 
try. It is not surprising, then, that our bonds 
rise in tbe European markets. It is more sur- 
prising, indeed, that they have not risen much 
higher than the present quotations. Whatever 
may happen in the Old World, or even here, 
the wealth and magnificent future of this repub- 
lic are such that it will be no difficulty to meet 
our liabilities and to pay off within a few jears 
the principal of the debt.

It will thus be seen that while Prussia hurls 
more than half a million of men beyond tbe 
frontiers of France, with one hundred and fifty 
thousand landwehr advancing to cover their 
rear, she can, at the very same moment, dis- 
pose of two hundred and twenty-four thou- 
sand men to protect her northern coasts from 
invasion. Of course the idea *bat France, in 
her present situation, can land a forca large 
enough to cope with even the smallest of the 
armies above designated is out of the question. 
The empire has need of every soldier, nay, of 
every marine, that she can muster for the de- 
fence of communications with her own capital, 
and, in fact, a large body of her naval gunners 
has been withdrawn from her fleets to man the 
heavy ordnance on tbe ramparts of Paris.

Prussian war has been a marked decrease 
of immigration to the United States. 
At 


the meeting of the Commissioners of Emi- 
gration on Thursday a report wag handed ia 
showing thai the number of alien passengers 
who arrived at tho port of New York this year 
up to August IS is 157,080—nearly twenty thou- 
sand less than the number which arrived dur- 
ing a corresponding period last year. Tiie 
proximate causes of this decrease will neces- 
sarily be multiplied the longer the war shall 
continue. Moreover, the fact that most of tba 
applicants at the Department of State in 
Washington for passports are Germans who 
propose returning to Prussia to enter lha 
army attest the douijle loss inflicted on ua 
by the war.

Government Protection of Industrial Far- 


suits—TUo Eight Hour iaw—Taxation ol 
Accumulate* Wealth. 


CINCINNATI, Angnst 19, ISTOi 


The tabor Congress met at nine o'clock this 


morning. 


Resolutions declaring it to be the duty of the 


government to protect every branch of honest Indus- 
try pursued by its citizens, and that all duties on 
shipbuilding materials should be removed, were re- 
ferred to a committee. 


A resolution recommending all organizations ol 


protective associations to adopt the eight Hour rule 
was also referred. 


The fonrtu and firth resolution of the platform 


were adopted. An amendment to the sixth resolu- 
tion, that the accumulated wealth of the nation, 
which Is tbe result or labor already performed, 
should be taxed on a graduated basis, so as to make 
the burden of taxation bear heaviest upon those 
who have secured to themselves the lion's share of 
the fruits of American toll, was presented by Mr. 
COFFIN and warmly discussed. 
Mr. HATHAWAY favored the amendment, declaring 
that it expressed the views of the working women, 
who are always at the very bottom of the pyramid 
of oppression that rests upon tne laboring classes, 
During the discussion the Convention adjourned. 
The CHAIK announced that the Labor Assembly of 
Cincinnati womd pay all the debts contracted by ttte 
Congress during its session. 
At the opening of the afternonn session of the 
Labor Congress Mr. Coffin's substitute for tne sixth 
resolution was lost and the original resolution 
adopted. This resolution declares that the onrden 
of taxation should rest equally on all classes and In- 
terests, and that the exemption of government 
bonds from taxation was a violation of all just prin- 
ciples of the revenue laws. 


The seventh, resolution, declaring that Congress 
should modify the tariff so as to admit free the ne- 
cessaries of lite and levy duties for the revenue on 
articles of luxury and on such manufactures as we 
can produce, was then taken up. The discussion on 
this resolution was long. 


Mr. FLAANIOAN offered a substitute. The substi- 
tute was lost and the original resolution adopted. 
The eightn resolution was taken up. It declared 
against the grant of public lands to corporations or 
their sale to individuals, and in favor of giving 
them, free of cost, in quantities not exceeding 160 
acres, to actual settlers.

The ovation given to the squadron on arriving 


here tills evening was never equalled on any former 
occasion, while It certainly waa never so wen ae- 
served.

occupied by delighted spectators. Bunting wan 
displayed In all directions ana the yachts were 
welcomed with salutes forever half an hour after 
they had dropped anchors It was alcogetner the 
finest and most hearty reception ever extended to 
the fleet In this harbor.

On Thursday last this venerable citizen of Jfew 


Tork died at Westerly, Rhode Island, whither he 
bad goiie to resruit his health. There was no better 
known and more deservedly popular resident of this 
city than lir. Hoxle. He was born In Rhode island, 
on the isth of August, 1795, his father having been a 
revolutionary soldier, in mi, when but a boy 
or sixteen years, he came to New York, where 
no obtained a good education. For some time 
he kept a school in William street, but, 
portunlly 
offering, 
he engaged In a 


lucrative business and opened a clothing store 
' which was located in Cherry street at first, and later 
In Maiden lane. As a merchant he was very sue 
cessfm, acquiring a handsome fortune. Mr. Hoxle 
was an old line whig, and, alter seme years of pro 
minence In political life, nrsi appeared as a candi- 
date for office in 183T, when he was elected clerk of 
this county. During tae Presidential- campaign 
which ended In the election of General Harrison ne 
was conspicuous forms advocacy of their claims, 
and became quite popular as an orator. Henry Clay 
with whoa he-was on tbe most immute personal 
terms to the day of that statesman's death, also re- 
ceived an enthusiastic support from him. Mr rHoxle 
ran for Congiess in 1S5-2, but was beaten by Mr 
Tweed. Before tnat time, ana later, he ran several

ADTMEKATIOJI OP PAPER.—Few persons arc 


aware of the extent to which paper is adulterated 
by fine white clay, for the purpose of increasing 
the weight for a given thickness, and thus obtain- 
ing a higher price for tfte article. The substance 
mainly used for this purpose is sulphate of lime, 
which gives to the paper a good color ana an ap- 
parent firmness of texture, bnt which really weak- 
ens it, and materially affects its durability. Paper 
of good quality ought not to leava after burning 
more than two per cent of ash'; but it is quite 
common now to meet with paper of which one- 
third or one-fourth consists of silica acd clay. Ten 
years ago it was estimated by good authority that 
50,000 tons of kaolin were used in. the manufac- 
ture of paper in Europe instead of rags; and 
it is probable that' the amount employed at the 
present time is vastly greater in proportion both 
iu Europe and.America.

'tie City of the Caliphs without, difficulty,on 
'the friendly deck of the steamboat; but tb 


• go back by the same road was, of course, not 
. to be thought of, aad each of,the three-routes' 
overland frorii UagdKl to the Syrlari coast pre- 
sented such te'diou's and terrible combinations of 
danger, privation and fatigue that one might-well 
. pause before making his choice from among them. 
First, there was the direct route across the desert 
to Damascus, a distance bf only 500. miles, which 
iriight possibly be accomplished Iii twelve or fit; 
leeh 'days-on the back of a fest 'camel. Every or.e, 
liowever, pronounced this joarasy to be impossi- 
ble for a European in imd-sriritef, while, ia.favor- 
able weather, it is Verr hazardous; The cold Si 
the desert would be intense, and we should be 
unable to carry even--the smallest of tents to 
protect ourselves from the rains, which wociS-prb- 
bably be both frequent" and heavy. Night and 
day, with perhaps-a halt of three hoars in the 
twenty-four for sleep and food, the gaide-aiin the 
traveller together perched on the.hump of.the 
same animal, would iiave to plod wearily on ia 
the face of piercing winter wads or Beneath a 
pitiless shower. .Then there wits'a very great 
chance of our being captsrcd by the Bedouin, 
who would treat us as they iiave treated many 
other unfortunate ti'avoUcra—strip lis to ihe sKri 
and leave us in tho raiddls of the- desert to die. A 
safe conduct might be purchased from ihe agent 
of Abdul Kerim, the. sheikh .of the nibst powerful 
of the tribes, the Shatnraar, but that would bb of 
110 use whatever during at least a third of oiir 
journey. So peri'oua, indeed, is this road, that 
very few carava.ua now go bet ween Bagdad aiid Da- 
mascus; goods are sect all the way ronad the out- 
side of the desert to Alchpo- This latter was the 
second route available, and a caravan pf a- 
thonsand camels was preparing for the jour- 
ney at the time. 
It would traverse the outer 


ring of the desert, arid, as there would be 
very little 
grass, would push 
on as 
fast 


as possible, and perhaps reach Aleppo in thirty- j 
five or forty days. This was a tempting, route, 
and had therc.beeii any prospect uf MI early s'art 
would have, been the one selected. B'at Lh'ele&dcr 
of the caravan, after promisitig tiro or~threc times 
that ho Would leave in four or live days, confessed 
that he might not perhaps be able to arrange his 
affairs for another month—a ileV-iy altogether out of 
the'question. Lastly, there was ihe route of the 
Turkish mail,via Morul aad Diarbokir, tb Aleppo— 
1,000 miles in length and by rib means-perfectly 
safe, but still, under ihe circnaistiiiices,"the best 
that could bu taken. J,e?3 than a dozcnEuropean 
travellers prubablj'trarersc it in the course of 
the year. lu fact, during the last six months oiily 
three have passed over it. It is for thia reason, 
however, all the nvi»ro interesting. One enjoys 
«n opportunity ir. such a tour of sludyiug Oriental 
manners and habits unmodified by intercourse 
with the Frank. Perhaps it is as well to add ihat 
nearly the entire country through which this road 
passes is known as lvoordis!aa.

Our united baggage and servants made up a sfnall 
caravan bf a 'dozen' mules and horses, and al- 
though, when we started, we,believed the road to 
be tolerably nui'st. wo procured a siuall escort of 
five mounted soldiers, so that alt'ugiitlier our party 
presented quite au imposing appearance. A siart, 
however, in Asia, in a very difficult operation. 
There is a1 proverb here that to get outside the 
' city gates is a good first day's journey. And so 
indeed it is. To travel at ail you nuvat procure a 
lipedal teskcreh from the Pacha, a huge manu- 
script passport, with a big seal at th'6" b'ottom, 
setting forth"your nairia aud profession, aad call- 
ing upon tho inhabitants of the villages on your 
route to give yon gratuitous lodging arid food for 
yourself and barley for your horses, while it com- 
mands the various local authorities to provide as 
many men as may-be necessary for a protecting^ 
escort. The "gratuitous" part of the document 
is, of course, a more flo'sor of rhetoric, and is 
simply inserted to protect you from tho ex- 
tortionate .demands of Villagers, who might 
take sortie outrageous advantage of your necessi- 
ties-if you were wholly ib.'their power,. Hcving 
got your teskereh, j-ou make the other.riecessary 
-provisions for your journey.. You will have to 
carry with you nearly everything you may have 
occasion to rise—your bed and blankets, your 
cooking pots and water skins, your little carpet 
and'.cushion's—all the thousand and one things of 
which in-civilized countries you could procure the 
loan,at the" poorest cottage. Bising at daybreak,

General I/Admlranlt formed the extreme right of the 
army. A battalion of the Seventy-third regiment 
of the line destroyed a Prussian regiment of lancers 
and took its colors. There have been many brilliant 
cavalry charges, In one of which General LcGrand 
was killed at the head of his division. General Mon- 
utgn w missing. 


The Prussian Generals Doerinz and Wedel were 


killed, and Generals Gvoonter and Von Ruuehwere 
wounded. 


Prince Albert of Prussia, commanding the oavalry, 


was Killed. 


The following morning we were masters of the 


position previously occupied by the enemy. 


On the morning of the 17th several combalswita 


the rear guard took place near GravUlottc. 


Tbe lorce of the enemy in the battle of the 16th 


may b« approximately estimated at 160,000 men. 


We have notyet the exact flgares of our losses. 
The Paris Journals this morning say that nineteen 


Prussian spies have lately been arrested. After 
trial and condemnation by the Council of War they 
were shot at the Fort de Hontrouge. Among the 
executions were flve officers of the enemy's Etat 
Major, who were arrested some days since In the 
plain of Satory, near Fort d'lvry. These spies were 
disguised and were taking notes of ihe plans of the 
fortifications.

The safety of Switzerland really lies In Its geoora- 
ihjcal position, as placed barrier-wise between two 
or more powerful rivals, atid, above all, m the 
respect felt for her by other freedom-loving peoples, 
turely two such nations as the United fctatesand 
Great Britain would not look calmly on while Gaul 
r Teuton stained her snows with blood. 


BEStOCKACr IN THE BANES.

The fact cannot be denied that the Irish 
people in genera! and the Inhabitants of Dublin and 
Oork in particular take the deepest Interest in tiie 
present straggle. That interest, I have reason to 
know; Is something more than an idle curiosity or an 
affected sympathy for France. They hope that Eng- 
land will be luvolvea in the war, or that, owing to 
the tone of her press ana tlie moral support sne hus 
given to Prussia, the Emperor, as suon as nc has 
despatched his present enemy, will declare war 
against her.
